In the twenty-fourth chapter of Matthew, we behold 
Jesus sitting on the gentle slopes of Olivet. The shadow of 
the cross is upon Him. Soon He will be hanged on the ignom- 


inious tree. 


The disciples have just heard 
the. Lord Jesus predict the des- 
truction of the Temple in Jerusa- 
lem, and they inquisitively gather 
about Him and ask: 

“Tell us, when shall these things 
be? and what shall be the sign of 
thy coming, and of the end of the 
world?”—that is, “the consumma- 
tion of the age.’—Matt. 24:3. 

Then Jesus enumerates the per- 


ilous oo psc ret that would 
Sndicate the inmninence of His re- 
turn— 
wars, 
universal unrest, 
famines, 


pestilences, 
earthquakes, and 
widespread persecutions. 
And He went on to tell His dis- 
ciples that as the Age of the Holy 
Spirit would draw to a conclusion, 
many cults would seek to counter- 


feit Christianity. Notice verses 23 
and 24. 3 

“Then if any man shall say unto 
you, Lo, here is Christ, or there; 
believe it not. For there shall arise 
false Christs, and false prophets, 
and shall shew great signs and 
wonders; insomuch that, if it were 
possible, they shall deceive the 
very elect.” 

And throughout the epistles we 
find that the: Holy Spirit directed 
the apostolic writers to warn 
against the apostasy that wouid 
plague Christendom toward the 
end of this dispensation.

I want ‘to speak about the three 
hopeless cases in the fifth chapter 
of Mark’s Gospel. It is a chapter 
of incurables, if we speak after 
the manner of men. The first is 
the man possessed by the Devil. 
We are told he had his dwelling 
among the tombs. No man could 
bind him; he had often been bound 
with fetters and chains, but had 
shaken them off like cobwebs; he 
was in the tombs and mountains 
night and day crying out in his 
misery, cutting himself with stones 
m his agony; he was a terror 
wounded, 
naked, stripped, ostracized, alien- 
ated, lonely, suffering, sad, pos- 
sessed by the Devil. 

And this is but a sample case of 
what the Devil would do with every 
man if he had his way. This is a 
photograph, a full-length photo- 


raph, taken by God’s camera in all 


zis ugly detail, in all its mass of 
misery, of what the Devil would do 
with you and with me but for 
the hand that keeps him back. 
For the Devil is like God in this, 
he is no respector of persons. 
When you see a poor creature in 
the gutter, vile of lip, bloody of 
cheek, blear-eyed, lost in mind, 
heart, body, soul, you can say to 
yourself, “I would be there but 
for grace.” The Devil delights in 
ruin, discord, destruction; and I 
verily believe he is Devil enough, 
if he had his own way, to put his 
foot on London, strangle it, and 
then chuckle like the fiend he is 
over the havoc he has wrought. 


Oh, there is a Devil to fight. 
Some people say there is no Devil. 
There is a good deal that is like 
ene, aml you cannot travel very 
iar without seeing a good deal of 
cevilishness. And if you say there 
1s no Devil you must forgive me 
if I tell you it is because you 
never tried to do right. It is easy 
to swim with the stream. A dead 
fish can do that. It takes a living 
fish to go against the stream. 
When a man is asleep in stupor 
you may put chains about him and 
lke is insensible, he does not know. 
But he does know when he wakes 
up; and if tonight you make up

your mind that, God helping you, 
you will hate the wrong and turn 
your back on it, and set you face 
Godward and Heavenward to do 
right, you will be convinced there 
is a Devil before the morning. 

There is a Devil, and he means 
your ruin. But, blessed be God, 
Jesus is not only God’s Lamb 
slain, He is the Lion of the tribe 
of Judah, and- He lives to destroy 
the power of the Devil. 


Three Cases: First, a Devil 
to Cast Out 


In this first case the man whom 
friends and neighbors could not 
tame, the man that no power on 
earth had managed to grip and 
hold in, Jesus the Saviour in a 
moment transformed, turned his 
Hell into Heaven, his darkness to 
light, and made him a son of God, 
an‘ heir of Heaven. 

Jesus is still that—Lord over 
devils; and if the Devil is in you, 
Jesus can cast him out. Whatever 
devil possesses you, whatever of 
destructiveness, ruin, and evil is 
in you, whatever of night and des- 
pair, chains and darkness are upon 
you, whatever devil has got hold 
of you and rules you and is des- 
troying you, ‘whatever that devil 
is, Jesus Christ will conquer if 
you will but give Him a chance, 
for He is still the wonder-working 
Jesus. 


Disease to Heal 


The second_case is one of ‘dis- 
ease; and mark you, this case was 


as bad as could be. She had suf-| #33 


fered for twelve years with a 
shamefaced disease, and nobody 
could help her. All the medical 
men around had tried, and they 
were not all frauds. There were 
those who would have healed if 
they could. They would have made 
a reputation if they could have 
diagnosed her case, if they could 
have arrested and healed. But 
they failed. Their fingers were not 
long enough, they could not reach 
the mischief, they did not under- 
Stand it, it was beyond them. Their 
sympathies might be ever so great, 
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but they were baffled. She suf- 
fered many things of many physi- 
cians. She tried them all, and 
when her hopes rose a little with 
some expectation of relief it was 
only to fall back again into a 
deeper disappointment, a greater 
mental suffering: But on the heels 
of everybody else’s failure Jesus 
proves Himself Lord over disease. 
Jesus is still that. Some day 
there will be no disease; some 
day there will be no raging epide- 
mic; some day there will be no 
fever; some day there will be per- 
fect health, robust, round, full- 
orbed, strong health. We shall be 
like Him—and He is _ healthy 
enough—for we shall see Him as 
He is. In“proportion as we get 
like Him here, disease will dis- 
appear, for Jesus Christ came to 
destroy the works of the Devil. 
If there had been no sin there 
would have been no disease. There 
@vould have been no suffering if 
it had not been for the breaking 
of the law. You may give me those 
three letters and I will spell all

the misery and suffering, all the 
pain and agony, every woe and 
pang and. heartache—S-I-N, You 
cannot say “sin” without hearing 
the hiss of the serpent. Take sin 
up into the fields of Glory, let it 
climb the streets of light, let it 
take up its abode in God’s fair 
fields of health where the flowers 
never fade and where the sun al- 
ways shines, let sin take its roots 
in the Glory, and you will have 
to build a graveyard, for “the 
wages of sin is death.”’ Sin makes 
you pinched in face, sin makes the 
eyes recede, sin makes the step 
infirm and faltering, it makes the 
hand nerveless and _ unsteady, 
clouds the brow, dims the eye, and 
weakens the heart. Sin is the 
greatest heart disease the world 
ever knew. Sin darkens the morn- 
ing and clouds the evening. Sin— 
the Lord help us to see it as He 
sees it! But, blessed be God, one 
interview with Jesus cured this 
woman's ills; one living, vital mo- 
ment of contact with Him ended 
her trouble. Jesus is-still Lord 
of disease. ’ 


A Dead Person to Raise 


That is not all. You can do some- 
thing with the man if the Devil is 
in him, for if a man is filled with 
the Devil there are moments in his 
life when you can reach him, 
there are moments in the worst 
man’s life when, if you know how 
to take him, you will arrest him. 
For there is, if you dig deep 
enough, in every man, the bed- 
rock, built by the fingers that 
built the eternities, and it is our 
business to find it. There is in 
every man the spark that will 
blaze when suns faint and go out 


like sparks from a_ blacksmith’s 


anvil. Every man is_ therefore 
worth saving. 

You can do something with the 
poor, weakly, suffering body of a 


woman while she is alive, for the 


‘doctors will tell you that while 


there is life there is hope, but 
what are you going to do with a 
dead body?—and the third case 
is death. The woman had suffered 
twelve years, how long the Devil 
had been in that man I do not 
know, but the little child was 
twelve years old, and she was 
dead. Ay, but Jesus is never con- 
quered; He is always the Con- 
queror, He is always equal to every 
emergency. You never knew Him 
defeated; and if you want to see 
Him at His best you want to see 
Him with a difficult case. He went 
up to that little child and got 
hold of her hand, and He looked 
her in the face and He said, ‘‘Dam- 
sel, arise.”’ If He had said ‘‘Arise,” 
without saying “Damsel,” there 
would have been a general resur- 
rection; they would have all come 
to see which one He meant. But 
that eye of His which is. the light 
of the world went into the gloom 
beyond and singled out that little 
spirit and said, ‘‘Damsel, arise.” 
She sat up, and He said to her 
mother, “Give her something to 
eat.” So that in the third case 
He proved Himself Lord of death. 
In that one chapter of forty-three 
verses you have got all you need 


—Lord over disease, devils, and} 


death, the all-conquering Christ, 
Gospel enough to save the world. 


A Man’s Saviour 


That is the program of redemp- 
tion. Let me turn it round once 
more. The man, the woman, the 
child—what does it mean? This— 
Jesus is the man’s Saviour; that is 
what it means. 


There is not a man that can 
do without Him. There is not a 
man that does without Him. You 
may think you do, but no man 
lives without Jesus. You may not 


acknowledge Him, indeed you may 


deny Him, but He is there, nearer 


{than the seat you are sitting on, 


nearer than the clothes you wear, 


nearer than the food you eat, 
nearer than the child you love and 


about whom you put your arms, 
nearer than the friend on whose 
arm you lean. You may deny, but 
He is there; you drink from His 
fountain, you feed from His table, 
you walk about His world, every 
bit of which is marked by His own 
cross. You cannot do without Him, 
and you do not do without Him. If 
you think you can, will you prove 
it by creating a planet and then 
go and live on it? Don't talk about 


& | doing without Him while you de- 


pend .on Him for every breath 
you draw. He is the man’s Christ, 
and, brother, no man is at his 
best till he is Christ’s.. No man 
can be, no man can do what God 
means him to be and to do till he is 
Christ’s man. It is not a childish 
thing to be a Christian. It is a 
manly thing, it is a noble thing, 
it is not a weak thing—if you 
think it is, try it. 

If you think it is a weak thing 
to be a Christian, make up your 
mind to be one and go and tell 
them where you work tomorrow 
that you have given your heart 
to God, and you will see it takes 
courage and moral force, backbone 
and will power, and intelligence. 
Cotton wool won't do it; jellyfish 
won't do it; cowards won't do it; 
it will take a man to do it. You 
try it. You think it is a sentimen- 
tal thing to be a Christian. Try 
it. Religion is all right for Sunday 
Sehools, mothers’ meetings, and 
parsons, some of you think. It is 
a manly thing, it is a noble thing, 
it is a brave thing to be a Chris- 
tian. Don’t forget it, Christ is a 
man’s Saviour. 

The strange and wonderful thing 
to me is that“!It does not matter 
who the man is or where he comes 
from, what his nationality, what 
his education, birth or breeding, 
what his culture, or what his‘ out- 
look may be, the moment. he looks 
into the face of Jesus he says, “My 
Lord and my God.” Every man 
sees in Him all he needs. When 
he does see Him, whether he be 
a gipsy in his tent or a prime 
minister, whether he be a collier 
or a King, it does not matter, the 
man that looks into the face of 
Jesus has found the spring that 
never runs dry, and he can. say 
with that illustrious saint— 
Thou, O Christ, art all I want, 
More than all in Thee I find. 


He is the man’s Saviour, and the 


_ 
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wickedest thing in the world, 
men, is to know that and to refuse 
to serve Him, That is the sin that 
damns. You need not get drunk, 
you need not let loose your pas- 
sions, you need not be a sower 
of uncleanness. You can be a res 
spectable, church-going, well- 
dressed, moral sort of man, and 
refuse the claims of the Son of 
God, refuse to allow Him the right 
of way within’ and without of 


your life, refuse to give Him the. 


right place, refuse to fall down 
and worship Him and enthrone 
Him within you. That is the sin 
which damns—the sin that sets 
Him at nought, the sin that re- 
fuses to love and to obey. O 
man, father, brother, young man, 
I covet your manhood for Christ. 
He is worthy of your best thought, 
your purest thought, your noblest 
thought, your most brilliant 
thought, your most lofty concep- 
tion, your gladdest day, your 
strongest heartthrob, your most 
manly moment. Give Him the ala- 
baster box of precious ointment, 
All He has given you, return it to 
Him in love and gratitude and con- 
secration, I beseech you, for He is 
the man’s Saviour. 


Christ Is a Woman’s 
Saviour, Too 


Ay, but that is not all; He is 
the woman’s Christ, too. Jesus 
has not forgotten the women. 

Some of you men say that re- 
ligion will do for Women. Thank 
God, it will; and it is a blessing 
some of them have got a bit of 
religion. They do not get much 
comfort from the man they have 
to call husband. It is a blessing 
some women have got Jesus to 
look to, or I do not think they 
could live at all. Have you for- 
gotten that you promised God at 
His altar to take care of her you 
call wife? how you promised to 
shield her, to love and honor? 
Have you forgotten that you 
promised God in the most public, 
solemn manner before His altar 
and the recording angel that you 
would forsake everything for that 
woman? Have you forgotten it? 
God will make you remember it 
some day. God has not forgotten 
it. She is nearly dead. Do you 
know it, O man? Listen. There is 
another way of 
woman beside blowing her brains 
out or cutting her throat. 

Poor woman, suffering woman, 
weeping woman, your hair gray 
long before it ought to be, your 
face pinched and your back bent, 
and you do net know what it is to 
have a moment's peace, and in 
your sleep you dream of misery, 
full of tears and disappointments 
and agonies—Jesus knows, my 
sister. God help you to make Him 
your friend! He knows, He knows. 
When sometimes you smile—and 
you are forced to smilé because 
others are there—when you have 
got sorrow enough behind, storm 
enough behind that smile to wreck 
a navy, He knows. He is the 
woman's Christ. If you will let 
Him, He will kiss your tears into 
jewels. The sun of his love will 
light up your face once more, and 
if the wrinkles do not go He will 
make them beautiful, and if your 
back does not straighten He will 
give you grace to bear the bur- 
den and the flowers of paradise 
shall bloom again in your poor, 
wasted life, for the “wilderness 
shall blossom, it shall blossom 
abundantly.” Ay, He is the wo- 
man’s Saviour, 

I do not know how any woman 
ean turn her back on Jesus or 
keep Him out of her life. It is a 


‘sad thing when a woman says 


“No” to Christ, but when she is 
the cause -of her children’s saying 
“No,” it is sadder still. O mothers, 
O sisters, for Christ’s sake and for 
your children’s sake and for your 
husbands’ sake open your heart 
to Jesus! Let Him take the throne- 
place in your heart. Nobody will 
be as true as He, nobody will stand 
by you as He will. You can tell 
Him what you cannot tell anybody 
else. You love Him, you serve 
Him, you follow Him, and though 
others sneer and frown and treat 
you coolly and despise and Call you 
a sinner, He will say, “Woman, 
thy sins are forgiven thee.” He 
is the woman’s Christ. 


Jesus, a Saviour for 
Children, Too 
But that is not all. If I stopped 


there it would not be complete.

Today we think of another group 
in the animal kingdom—the Order 
Carnivora, or the Flesh Eaters, 
among which we are especially in- 
terested in the family of cats, 
where we find the Lion, ‘‘King of 
Beasts,” as he has been called. 

This is a large and widely dis- 
tributed order, composed of many 
Species which feed chiefly, but in 
a few cases, not exclusively upon 
flesh. They are the beasts of prey, 
having spectal qualifications be- 
cause of their general conforma- 
tion and the structure of teeth 
and claws, which enable them to 
capture living animals, and to tear 
and devour the flesh. So dependent 
are many of these animals upon 
flesh that not only does a lack 
of sufficient supply rouse their 
fiercest passions, but for some of 
them, complete abstinence means 
death. 


The cats are at the head of the 
Carnivora, and in their bodily form 
are most exquisitely adapted to 
carry out their implanted in- 
stincts.

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frame, without an atom of super- 
fluous flesh; bone, muscle and 
sinew all are adapted for general 
agility, along with free anf grace- 
ful motion. 

The slender limbs are well-knit 
and supple, and the under surfaces 
of the feet are padded with elastic 
cushions to render their footfall 
noiseless when stealing on their 
prey. They have very strong, 
sharply-pointed and curved claws, 
which can be drawn in when at 
rest or when the animal walks, so 
that the weight of the body rests 
only on the pads. When the crea- 
ture becomes excited, and thrusts 
out its paw to strike a blow, or to 
clutch its prey, the lower tendons 
tighten, the upper tendons relax, 
so that the claw is thrown boldly 
forward, sharp, and_ instantly 
ready for use. 

Cats walk on their toes, this: be- 
ing an aid to swiftness, but the 
sharp retractile claws never come 
into contact with the ground, so 
are never dulled and _ blunted. 
Their heel bones project behind, 
giving leverage to the limbs for 
leaping and bounding, thus ena- 
bling them to make tremendous 
and sudden speed to overtake ani- 
mals that need time to get into full 
flight. 


Their teeth are very distinctive. 
The incisors have sharp cutting 
edges, the molars are more or 
less pointed and the:canines are 
long, strong, and curved, The: jaws 
are not able to grind, but they are 
very terrible shears. The wriggling 
prey is literally skewered, its flesh 
torn up and bolted in great 
snatches. The tongue. has reugh 
horny projections directed back- 
wards, serving as a rasp to remove 
the last particles of flesh from 
‘the bones. You nay have noticed 
the cleanness of the bones in 
the cages at the circus after the 
meal has been finished. Their eyes 
are adapted for vision by day or 
night. Their sight is keen, their 
sense of hearing very acute, and 
the power of smell remarkably 
developed, while the long whiskers 
possess an exquisite sense of feel- 
ing. 

The skin of the cat tribe is 
loosely attached, rendering it diffi- 
cult for even sharp teeth to get 
a grip. These features are com- 
mon to all the cats. They are ele- 
gant in form and often possess a 
beautiful coloring, but are filled 
with a crafty suspicion and blood- 
thirstiness which marks their daily 
life. 


The best known variety of lion 
is the South and East African, 
tawny yellow in color, lighter on 
the under parts of the body, dark- 
er above. The ears are blackish, 
and the tip of the tail is deco- 
rated with a tuft of black hair. 
No other member of the cat tribe 
has a tufted tail. 
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The lioness is smaller than her mate, 
and lacks the mane which is the distinctive 
feature of the male.

When fully grown, the male lion 
will measure nearly four feet high 
at the shoulder, eleven feet in 
length, and may attain a weight 
of five hundred pounds. It has ter- 
rifice strength and no_ animal, 
except the rhinoceros and the ele- 
phant, can resist its power. 

The thick, shaggy mane of long 
hair, which falls from the neck, 
shoulders and part of the throat 
and chin, gives the full grown lion 
that regal appearance which en- 
dows him with the name—‘“King 
of Beasts,” 

The lioness is smaller than her 
mate, and lacks the mane which 
is the distinctive feature of the 
male. However, it is true that very 
many of the males have only the 
semblance of a mane. 

Like all the members of the cat 
tribe, the lion is more or less in- 
dolent by nature until aroused by 
the call of hunger. Even then it 
will not take more trouble than is 
necessary to supply itself with a 
satisfying meal. 

The lion launches itself at its 
prey in a terribly swift bound, en- 
deavoring to accomplish one of two 


things, either to tear the jugular 


vein open at the throat, or inflict 
a deep bite at the back of the 
neck behind the ears. Quite often, 
as it alights ‘on the shoulders of its 
victim, it breaks the latter’s neck 
by a sudden, powerful wrenching 
of the head with one of its fore- 
paws. Next, with one stroke of 
its paw, and extended claws, the 
entrails are torn out, and such 
delicacies as the heart and liver 
devoured first; then huge lumps 
of flesh are guiped down. 

The roar of the lion inspires 
every other animal with terror, 
and this aids in securing food for 
the lion. If it has been unsuccess- 
ful in its night wanderings, this 
big cat places its mouth close to 
the earth, and gives vent to ter- 
rific roars. The effect is to cause 
all kinds of creatures to leave 
their lairs in bewilderment and 
terror, frantically attempting to 
escape the threatened danger. This 
is exactly what the lion wants, and 
soon its hunger is appeased by 
the death of whatever victims it 
desires to kill. 

The tiger equals the lion in size, 
competes with it in strength, and 
excels it in activity. For elegance 
of form, grace of movement, and 
the beauty of its coat, it is much 
more notable. A full-grown male 
tiger may be nine and a half feet 
long, weighing four hundred and 
fifty pounds, and some have even 
attained a length of between thir- 
teen and. fourteen feet. 


The coat of the tiger is beauti- 
fully marked with contrasting 
tints. Transverse dark stripes are 
placed on the bright tawny-yel- 
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low groundwork of the body and 
limbs. Some of these stripes are 
double, but the majority are single 
dark streaks. The under parts of 
the body, chest and throat, and 
the tufts on each side of the face 
are almost white; and there the 
stripes become fainter, fading 
gradually into the lght tint of 
the fur. The skin is loose, almost 
to bagginess, and the fur is very. 
thick and close. The brilliant 


coat of a captive tiger is very con-.—._| 
spicuous; but in its native haunts, 


it harmonizes completely with the 
dry, dusky jungle grass; and when 
crouching along low and scanty 
vegetation, the big animal may. 
almost be trodden on without be- 
ing seen. One of the many. in- 
stances- of nature’s. camouflage! 
Its stealthy step is almost inaud- 
ible. 

As in all members of the cat 
family, fierce passions rage in its 
breast, and its joy is in killing and 
eating its victim. The cruel yellow 
fangs, the baleful eyes, the fero- 
cious snarl—all indicate its hatred 
and fearlessness. In . captivity, 
even after years of training, it 
cannot be trusted. 

The leopard or panther is found 
in Africa from the Mediterranean 
to Capetown, and everywhere in 
Southern. Asia. With its crafty 


brain, agile body, sharp teeth and. 


claws, it bears the worst of repu- 
tations. Althomgh the leopard is 
smaller thanf the lion and tiger, 
it is to be feared nonetheless. 
When it is wounded it does not 
slink off, but will come straight 
at its foe—a whirlwind of claws, 
fierce anger, and deadly power. 

Among the smaller cats are two 
which seem. to warrant brief men- 
tion in this talk. They are the 
ocelot and the cheetah. The ocelot 
is plentiful in the tropical regions 
of South Africa, about four feet 
long, with an average height of 
eighteen inches. The light grey- 
ish-fawn fur is richly marked with 
broken bands of deeper fawn edged 
with black. The ears are black ex- 
cept for a conspicuous white spot 
behind and near the base of the 
ear. Its skin is used in making 
various articles of dress. 

The cheetah or hunting leopard 
is an elegantly formed and beauti- 
fully marked creature, inhabiting 
southwestern Asia and many parts 
of India, and east and south 
Africa. It much resembles a long 
and slender-limbed leopard with 
a head small in proportion to its 
height. It is three feet high at the 
shoulder with a length of five feet; 
exclusive of the long tail. 

In the East, particularly in 
India, the cheetah is regularly 
trained for the hunting of deer 
and antelopes. The hunters band-

How to Become 


A CHRISTIAN

No one can be saved unless he is born again by the 
power of God’s Spirit. Christ says, in John 3:7, “Ye must be 
born again.” The necessity is absolute—ye must be born 
again. Baptism will not take the place of the new birth. Simon 
Magnus was baptized (Acts 8:13), but when Peter and John 
perceived his character, Peter said unto him, “Thou hast 
neither part nor lot in this matter, for thy heart is in the 
sight of God. For I perceive that thou art in the gall of bit- 
terness and in the. bond of iniquity—” a baptized, lost sinner. 


No performance of religious rites 
will take the place of the new 
birth. A great many people are de- 
pending upon the fact that they 
say their prayers, read their Bi- 
bles, go to chureh, partake of the 
sacrament, and perform other 
duties; but all that will not take 
the place of the new birth. A great 
many people are saying, “I believe 
in the Apostle’s Creed; I believe in 
the Nicene Creed; I believe in the 
Athanasian Creed; I say the Cate- 
chism. I am orthodox, I hold right 
views about Christ, right views 
about the Bible, right views about 
the Atonement.” You can be ortho- 
dox upon every doctrine and yet 
be lost forever. 

Culture and refinement and out- 
ward correctness of life will not 
take the place of the new birth. 
The trouble is not merely with 
our outward life; the trouble is 
in the heart, in the very deepest 
depths of our inward life, and 
merely to reform your outward 
life will not save you. 


Suppose I had a rotten apple. I 
could take that apple to an ar- 
tist, have him put a coating of 
Wax upon it, and then paint it 
till it was the most beautiful 
looking apple you ever saw, but 
it would be just as rotten at heart 
as ever, and one bite into it would 
be a bite into decay. The trouble 
is that out of Christ you are 
wrong in heart, and mere culture, 
mere refinement, mere respect- 
ability, mere morality, is simply 
a coating of wax on the outside 


-painted up. You must be changed 


down to the deepest depths of 
your being. “Verily, verily, I say 


’ unto thee, Except a man be born 


again, he cannot see the Kingdom 
of God” (John 3:3). 


Are you born again? Now, I 
think a good many will say, “No, 
I am not. Can you tell me what 
I must do right now to be born 
again?” I can. Our Lord Jesus 
Christ preached, “Repent ye and 
believe the gospel” (Mark 1:15). 
Repentance is turning from sin 
to God. The Gospel message has 
power in it to transform your life 
(John 3:16). :

Rain Fails to Stop Opening Meeting of Billy Graham New 
Orleans Crusade; 117 Decisions for Christ in City’s 
First United Meeting in Thirty Year 


Showers failed to halt the open- 
ing meeting of the Billy Graham 
New Orleans Crusade Sunday, Oc- 
tober 3. On at least three occa- 
sions during the _ service light 
showers drenched the crowd of 
10,000 in Pelican Baseball Stadi- 
um and as the 117 persons who 
responded to the invitation filed 
into the counselling tent, a heavy 
down-pour began. 

The Crusade is the first united 
evangelistic effort in thirty years 
in New Orleans, and the first in 
the city’s history on such a large 
scale. The list of co-operating 
churches cuts across all denom- 
inational lines, with whole-hearted 
support from pastors and civic 
leaders alike. In the preparatory 
phases of the Crusade, an estimat- 
ed 26,000 persons shared the vari- 
ous responsibilities of ushers, 
counsellors, choir members and 
prayer partners. Particular co- 
operation has been manifest in the 
adapting of the baseball stadium 
for evangelistic meetings. Benches 
covering the playing field have 
augmented the seating capacity of 
the grandstand to a total of 15,000. 
The speakers’ platform and choir 
stands seating 800 persons have 
been erected in the outfield, just in 
back of second base. The counsel- 
ling tent is in deep right-field area.

of the vicious and violent hands of 
men, until he came to the end of 
his way with his head on a Roman 
chopping block. He died for Jesus 
Christ. 

Now, Paul ministered in a day 
when it took courage and faith. It 
was a day of violence. It was not a 
nice day. : 

But, let us go ahead and look 
in Hebrews 11:33-38. Here we find 
evidence of the suffering of God’s 
saints at the hands of Satan and 
his followers. 

“Who through faith subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteousness, 
obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, Quenched the vio- 
lence of fire, escaped the edge of 
the sword, out of weakness were 
made strong, waxed valiant in 
fight, turned to flight the armies 
of the ahens. Women received 
their dead raised to life again: 
and others were tortured, not ac- 
cepting deliverance; that they 
might obtain a better resurrection: 
And others had trial of cruel 
mockings and scourgings, yea, 
moreover of bonds and imprison- 
ment: They were stoned, they 
were sawn asunder, were tempt- 
ed, were slain with the sword; 
they wandered about in sheepskins 
and goatskins; being destitute, af- 
flicted, tormented; (Of whom the 
world was not worthy:) they wan- 
dered in deserts, and in mountains, 
and im dens and caves of the 
earth.” 

If you would like to read of oth- 
er bloody days, then turn to Foxe’s 


Book of Martyrs. In this volume 
you will read of how men took 
their stand for Christ; though they 
suffered a thousand deaths, they 
refused to turn away. 

When we come down to the days 


of Wesley and Whitefield, we still 
find violence and suffering. This 


week I read this paragraph from 
the life of Whitefield: 


“When George Whitefield 
preached on the Kensington 
Commons, they threw dead cats 
and rotton eggs at him., His 
reply to them was, ‘This is the 
best thing in the world to make 
Methodism grow. Throw away 
as fast as you please.’ When a 
stone cut him on the forehead 
he seemed to preach with 
greater compassion from. the 
sacrifice of blood.” 


After reading of these things, we 
are tempted to say that the 
Twentieth Century is nice as com- 
pared to other days. Yes, it is 
nice; but we must not stop there. 
We must add some other words to 
the word “nice.” It is nice today, 
but nasty. The minds of men are 
occupied with impurity and evil. 

It is nice, but negative. We need 
a few people in this Twentieth 
Century: to stand up like Paul, Ste- 
phen, John the Baptist, and others. 
We need many who “loved not 
their lives unto the death.” This 
nice but negative day is suffering 
because we have so few to stand 
up for Jesus.

tral. This is a time of compromise. 
Men are afraid to stand for what 
they believe is the right. The aver-. 
age man can be talked out of his 


| lifelong convictions. He prefers for 
| everybody to like him instead of 


having enemies because of his po- 
sition for the Saviour. 

Again, this day is nice, but non- 
chalant—nonchalant about Christ, 
the church, the Bible and eternal 
souls. Let us not be deceived by 
the nicety. around us. My friends, 
the Twentieth Century is not nice! 
I can prove that it is not by two or 
three statements. 

First, communism is going for- 
ward. This week’s paper carries an 
article about communism’s§re- 
newed attack on religion. Com- 
munism is on the march. China is 
closed to missionaries. India is 
fast elosing completely. Other na- 
tions will soon be dominated by 
communists and missionaries will 
be driven out. Our own country is 
threatened by communism. Com- 
munism is viciously and violently 
opposed to Christianity. When 
communism takes over, then mis- 
sionaries are sent away or killed. 


Century, but around the world 
there is violence and bloodshed 
where men are standing for Christ. 

Second, don’t be deceived about 
this nice day. There is another 
menace. Jt is the menace of Ro- 
manism. In various parts of the 
world Protestants are giving up 
their lives because of the active 
antagonism of Romanism. In Co- 
lombia, South America, a number 
of missionaries have been killed 
because of their preaching of the 
Gospel. Romanism is against the 
simple preaching of the Word, the 
message of redemption through 
faith in Jesus ‘Christ. Romanism 
is against the teaching that every 
man is a priest and can go to God 
through Jesus Christ, our Interces- 
sor. 

Third, don’t be deceived about 
this Twentieth Century. This is 
still a time when millions are dying 
without a knowledge of Christ. 
The churches of the world care so 
little. Compassion is at a low ebb. 
Sinners are dying without a single 
warning of judgment and Hell. 
While sinners are dying, what are 
Christians doing? They are holding 
conferences and conventions, “and 
arguing about non-essentials in- 
stead of launching out into the 
deep and giving the Gospel to 
those who are lost. 

Is this a nice Twentieth Cen- 
tury? I will let you answer. This 
is a century when many profess to 
know Christ, and then live like 
Satan and the world. This is the 
same world that crucified Jesus, 
persecuted the early Christians, 
and beheaded the Apostle Paul. 
Let me point out the things which 
are the same. 


I. The Same Satan 


Satan is the same personality 
as he was in the Garden of Eden. 
He is still loose, raging, and de- 
ceiving. The admonition of the 
Apostle Peter is just as important 
to this day as it was in the day 
that he gave it: 

“Be sober, be vigilant; because 
your adversary the devil, as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seek- 
ing whom he may devour: Whom 
resist stedfast in the faith, know- 
ing that the same afflictions are 
accomplished in your brethren that 
are im the world.”-I Pet. 5:8, 9. 

Satan has not changed. He is 
still fighting against God, and he 
fights best against God by fighting 
God's creation. Satan is the same 
as he was when he tempted Adam 
and Eve to turn against God. He is 
the same as when he _ tempted 
Christ in the wilderness. He will 
try to twist the Scriptures and to 
make men do his will. 

What is Satan’s program? It is 
a simple, twofold program. He

II. The Same Sin 

The Word of God defines sin in 
many ways. Proverbs 24:9,

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faith in sin’; I John 3:4, “Sin is the 
transgression of the law’; James 
4:17, “To him that knoweth to do 
good and doeth it not, to him 
it is sin.” These are just a, few 
of the definitions of sin aS given in 
the Word of God. 

There are eleven different Greek 
words in the New Testament that 
bring out the various phases of 
sin. But,,one might study all of 
the definitions of sin and the vari- 
ous Greek words, and still not un- 
derstand what sin is until he comes 
to the cross of Jesus. When we 
look upon the Saviour dying for 
sinners, then we understand the 
exceeding awfulness of sin. 

We have the same sin today as 
the sin which drove Adam and 
Eve from the Garden. We have the 
same sin today as that which di- 
vided and scattered Israel. We 
have the same sin today as that 
which dominated the lives of Ahab 
and Jezebel. 

Sin is prevalent today because of 
three reasons: 

First, we are all born in sin and 
have but one nature, that is, a 
sinful nature, until we are born 
again from above. It is the way of 
the sinner to go the way of the 
line of least resistance. That is 
why ‘sin makes such a tremendous 
pull upon Aichi Someone has 
Said: 

“The mind of the child is 
plastic and whatever comes be- 
fore the mind makes its im- 
print, and likewise, whatever 
the child sees is imprinted in the 
mind, and seeing the thing with 
the natural eye is equal to hear- 
ing the same thing eighty-two 
times. The child’s seeing and 
hearing make up the mind and 
the ways and ideas of the child.” 
That is the reason why Chris- 

tian parents should be against evil 
movies and also why such extreme 
caution must be exercised in the 
matter of television. A person may 
hear a thing and the impression be 
Slight, but when he sees, the im- 
pression is ENG ACE Swe times. 

Second, sin is prevalent because 
people are brought up in sinful 
surroundings and do not know any- 
thing else. 

My heart was made to ache by 
this illustration from my own fam- 
ily. Some days ago an aged relative 
passed away. He was the father of 
a number of children. Some ‘of 
them attended the funeral, but 
when someone asked why one of 
the sons was not present, the re- 
ply was that he was too intoxi- 


would take place in. this nation of 
ours if all the preachers of all de- 
nominations would begin to fight 
sin! But they do not do it, and to- 
day we have the same sin as that 
of the days of John the .Baptist, 
Stephen, Paul, James, and John. 
What is our attitude toward 
sin? We must hate sin: We must 
hate the world and the sin that it 
generates. “Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in 
him” (1 John 2:15). 


take the finest

ed by society. We must hate sin 
that can take the finest, purest 
girl and make her but a dirty 
Shell, to be despised by decent 
people. We must hate sin which 
can come into a fine, beautiful 
home and bring it to the rocks of 
divorce and separation. 

Don’t let this nice age in whica 
we live make you think that sin 
has changed at all. It is the same 
damnable, abominable transgres- 
sion as in the beginning. 


III. The Same Standards Are 
Needed Today 

Do you mean that we should 

have the same standards as in the 

days when men were stoned for 


Christ? Yes, in this so-called 
“nice” century, we must have the 
same standards. 


First, there must be a separation 
from the world. *“‘Come out from 
among them, and be ye separate” 
(II Cor. 6:17). 

Second, there must be the filling 
of the Holy Spirit. Let us not think 


| for a moment that we can do any- 


thing of ourselves. We must have 
the power of the Holy Spirit upon 
us. 

Third, there must be an entire 
dedication unto God. The stan- 
dards of the men who lived and 
died for Christ in ages past must 
be ours in this present age. 

Ours must be the attitude of 
General William Booth, founder of 
the Salvation Army. He was once 
asked to tell the story of his suc- 


God has had 
me. There have been men of 
greater brains than I, men of 


cated to come to the funeral. 
What is the story? It is this: 
When the son was just a little lad, 
the father would give him beer and 
whiskey and wine to drink. He 
was brought up in the very af- 
mosphere of sin and drunkenness. 
Yes, sin is prevalent because 
parents have engaged in sin and 
have not taken a stand against it. 
Children are brought up in the 
midst of drinking, smoking, gamb- 
ling, and sinful merrymaking. 
Third, sin is prevalent today be- 
cause the ministers of the Gospel 
have not preached against the aw- 
fulness of sin. In America there 
is one preacher for every five hun- 
dred people. What kind of a nation 
would this be if the preachers 
would begin to condemn sin—the 
sins of the world, the sins of indif- 
ference, the sins of jealousy and 
covetousness? What a_ change

IV. The Same Stamina Is 
Needed Today 


Because of the subtle character 
of this age, I am_almost inclined 
to say that we need more stamina 
for this hour than men needed in 
the first century. It is always a 
little easier to take a stand and 
fight when the enemy is out in the 
open. There is always a temptation 
to compromise and to let down 
when your compromising will not 
be noticed. 


I do not say that it takes more 
courage today than in ancient 
days, but I do say that we need 
the same type of stamina as that 
which was manifested by John the 
Baptist as he condemned the sin of 
Herod. We must have the same 
type of stamina as the Apostle 
Paul had when he said, “But none 
of these things move me, neither 
count I my life dear unto myself, 
so that I might finish my course 
with joy, and the ministry, which 
I have received of the Lord Jesus, 


-to testify the gospel of the grace 
of God” (Acts 20:24). 


The world is still a battlefield. 
The forces of evil and righteous- 


“ness are clashing daily. We must 


come out upon the Lord’s side 
and take our stand as Christian 


- soldiers to fight the good fight of 
- faith. Get convictions and stand 


for them! Stand, though family 
and friends turn against you, the 
world is laughing at you—have the 
courage to stand for Christ, for 
Salvation through His blood, for 
the high standards which are ours 
through our Saviour. 


V. We Have the Same 
Saviour Today 


“Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, and to day, and jor ever.” — 
Heb. 13:8. 


We never stand alone. That is, 
we do not stand alone if we are the 
children of God. 


We have the same Saviour that 
Stephen had. When he was being 
stoned to death, you remember 
that he looked up and said, “Be- 
hold, I see the heavens opened, 
and the Son of man standing on 
the right hand of God.” Christ is 
standing by our sides, even as He 
stood up to receive Stephen in 
his death. , 

We have the same Saviour that 
Paul had. As he came to the end 
of the way, when all men forsook 
him, he said, “Notwithstanding the 
Lord stood with me, and strength- 
ened me” (II Tim. 4:17). 

We have the same Saviour who 
stood by the Apostle John when he 
Was exiled to the Isle of Patmos. 
Christ appeared to John, and when 
John fell down at his feet as dead, 
He laid His right hand upon him 
and said, “Fear not; I am the first 
and the last: I am he that liveth, 
and was dead; and, behold, I am 
alive for evermore, Amen: and 
have the keys of hell and of death” 
(Rev. 1:17, 18). 

The same sin, the same Satan, 
the same sinful world, but thank 
God, we have the same Saviour to 

tand with us and to help us! We 

ave His promise, “I will never 
leave thee, nor forsake thee.”’ Child 
of God, look up today! Have faith 
in God. Be not depressed by all the 
opposition of this world. Feel the 
presence of God, for He is with 
you. 

In closing, sinner friend, the 
same Jesus who saved and stood 
by men of old, is ready to save you 
and stand by you.

I. A Christian Home Must 
Start With a Man 


Now in a Bible kind of home 
we need to begin with a man. I 
am not Sacreligious, neither do I 
have the cart before the horse. 
I am beginning where the Bible 
begins. I would not take one word 
from all the eulogy that goes 
properly to a good mother. Oh, 
the memory of my lovely mother! 
who went to be with her Lord 
before I was six years old. Every 
memory of her is a_ benediction. 
My mother taught me about the 
Lord. She used to get the hymn 
book down in the little home, a 
preacher’s home that was too poor 
to have a cottage organ; and she 
sang,.‘‘In the Sweet Bye and Bye,” 
“No, Not One,” “Turned Away 
and 
other songs that I remember when 
I was four years old or so. 


I remember I told. a lie when 
I was five years old, and how she 
told me how God hated a lie. I 
think I became an accountable 
sinner that day. When my mother 
was on her deathbed she had us 
come to tell her good-bye and to 
promise to meet her in Heaven. 
She had my cousin sing, “How 
firm a foundation, ye saints of 
the Lord.” She clapped her thin, 
frail hands and rejoiced, then she 
said, “I can see Jesus and my baby 
now,” and smiled and fell asleep. 


Her thin, transparent hands 
were folded across her breast and 
a long braid of black hair lay on 
her pillow. Though I was only 
a five-year-old boy, I remember 
that scene well. Yes, I devoutly 
thank God for every memory of 
my mother. We have a Mother’s 
Day and we write: verses. to 
Mother; that is all well and good. 
But God intended that a Bible 
home should start with a Bible 
kind of a man. 

Joshua said, ‘As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord. 


‘Tll do my part and see that the 


rest of them do their part.’ God in- 
tended a man to lead the home 
for God. Always that is God’s plan. 
God has good: work for a mother, 
but every preacher here has ex- 
periences by the score he could 
call to mind of godly women, 
heartbroken women, who stumble 
along the best they can with hand- 
icaps that are unsurmountable 
because they have husbands who 
are ungodly. They cannot make 
their home all it ought to be be- 
cause they do not have the lead- 
ership of a Christian man in the 
home, I say, God’s plan is for a 
man to lead in the home. 

Joshua said, ‘All right, Lord, 
I will do it. I will decide for my- 
self and my family.’ 

“Wait a minute, Joshua, wait a 
minute. You have grown sons, sons 
who are married and grandchil- 
dren and most likely great-grand- 
children.” (I remind you that 
Joshua was the next to the oldest 
man in the nation at this time.) I 
say, “Old fellow, aren’t you a 
little quick on the trigger? How do 
you know you can speak for your 
boys and your daughters and your 
grandchildren? How do you know 
you can speak for all your serv- 
ants? What about your’. wife? 
Doesn’t she have a mind of her 
own?” 

Joshua turns to me with the 


eold glance with which he had 


subdued the whole land as the 
major general of the army for 
these years past and says, ‘Never 
mind, John, I'll attend to my 


family—my wife, y sons, my 
daughters, my servants, “As for 
me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord.” I'll take responsibility 
for my house.’ 

God’s way, God’s plan is a man 
at the head. A man is ‘somebody 
come.’ Did you know that? 


In the first place, man is.in the 
image of God the Father to his 
children. 

A man is almost a worshipful 
being to his children and, I say it 
reverently, he ought to be. When 
Jesus wanted to tell the converts 
—those who had been saved by the 
blood, those who loved Him, those 
He wanted to be formed in His 
image—how to pray to God and 
how they should feel toward Him, 
He said, ‘“‘When you pray, say, Our 
Father...” He said, “Like as a 
father pitieth his children so the 
Lord pitieth them that fear him.” 
(Ps. 103:13). He said, “Ye have 
not received the spirit of bond- 
age again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father” 
(Rom. 8:15). God said, ‘I will be 
a Father to My people. I will be 
a Father to those who are saved.’ 

Every father then should re- 
member, “I am the image of God 
to my children. I’m somebody in 
my home. I represent Almighty 
God.” Man is the deputy of God 
Almighty in the home in a very 
peculiar. sense. 


And that is not all. Man to his 

wife represents Christ. 
' In Ephesians 5:22-24, the Scrip- 
ture says wives are to be in sub- 
jection to their own husbands “as 
unto the Lord’; that is, as if he 
were Jesus Christ, “For the hus- 
band is the head of the wife, even 
as Christ is the head of the 
church; and he is the saviour of 
the body.’ Christ is the Saviour 
of His mystical body, the church, 
and is the head of His mystical 
body, the church. I speak now 
softly—I tread on holy ground;— 
I do not understand it all, but 
God seems here to imply and to 
teach that a husband is to his 
wife in some sense like Christ is 
to the church, the head of it; and 
that like Christ is the Saviour, 
Provider and Protector for the 
body, the church, so the husband 
is to the wife the physical provider 
and protector for his own wife. 

You see, every man who has a 
home represents Jesus Christ to 
his wife. That is why a woman 
is commanded to be in subjection 
to her husband. Here is the plain 
Scripture—it sounds shocking and 
seems as if it almost goes too far 
to expect this kind of an attitude 
toward a poor, frail, sinning, mor- 
tal man on the part of the wife— 
‘Wives be in subjection to your hus- 
bands, as unto the Lord’—as if he 
were Christ the Lard, because the 
husband is to the wife an image 
and a reminder and, in some sense, 
a deputy of Jesus Christ. I say it 
again: Man is somebody! 

No man here ever has a right 
to be married and take holy vows 
if ‘he does not say, “By God’s 
grace I will walk straight and. be 
God’s deputy, God’s man; “T’ll be in 
the image of Christ the best I can 
in my home.” Weak and frail 
as we are, a man must mean that, 
or he wickedly takes vows that 
he cannot well mean, if he does not 
mean to represent Christ in the 
home. 

So you see that a man is some- 


body! No man ever has a right to: 


have a home and to bring little 
children into this world unless 
he is to be to them in some 
measure like God, for as the little 
child looks up and says, “Father,” 
so we are to look up to our 
Heavenly Father, God, and call 
Him “Father.” A man is some- 
body! 


I want you to see this truth 


which God makes clear in the 
Scripture, that a man is head of 
the home and the key of the suc- 
cess of home life. ‘3 


A man should say, “If my mar- 
riage goes on the rocks, I am to 
blame.” I know there are two 
sides to every question, but when 
it comes to responsibility for the 
home, the big side is the man’s 
side. Many times a_ Christian 
woman cannot win her unsaved 
husband. What preacher here has 
found a case where a godly hus- 
band, living right and taking his 
responsibility, could not win his 
wife? There may be a few such 
cases, not many. God intended 
that men should take the lead 
and responsibility and the princi- 
pal burden in the home for Christ. 
Joshua said, ‘I’ll take it, Lord. As 
for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord.’ God wants some 
good men’ to lead in the home, to 
be God’s deputies, to have godly 
homes. So Joshua said, 
that burden.’ 


I hope many men here tonight 


will Bay, ‘If Joshua was right to 


say it, ought to say it. If he 
ought at do it, I ought to do 
it. If he did it, I will try.” 

And it goes farther than that. 
Man is to be an example to his 
whole family. 

You know there has been a 
wicked, hellish, ungodly, satanic 
teaching that by nature men are 
not as good as women, that by 
nature .women are just a little 
better, that they are a little more 
naturally inclined toward God and 
morality and sweetness and purity 
of life. Don’t you believe it! Not a 
word of Scripture bears it out. 
Nearly every kind of a tom-fool 
idea that« ever got credence in 
this country was started by some 
preacher. I heard a preacher say 
that there was not a man in 
the world good enough to be the 
husband of a nicé, pure, good and 
sweet woman. I say that is a lie 
out of Hell. I know men who are 
as good as any woman.in the way 
they talk, in the way they live, in 
the way they pray, and in their de- 
votion to God and their purity and 
holinéss. There are lots of men 
who are just as concerned about 
purity and holiness and just as 
blameless in heart and life as any 
woman is. Not a line in the Bible 
indicates that by nature a man 
shouldn’t be required to be as 
godly as any woman, as pure in his 
mind as any woman, as loving and 
kindly as any woman. 


There are stronger qualities a 
man must necessarily carry. There 
are feminine attributes, and there 
are masculine attributes, but I 
will tell you frankly that holiness 
and purity are not feminine at- 
tributes any more than they are 
naturally the attributes of a man. 
God intended that man should set 
the example, lead the pace. 


If you are a man who says, 
“I’m a man; therefore, it is all 
right for me to drink and not all 
right for my wife to drink,” you 
are a hypocrite and are serving 


‘1 the Devil. Not only is the double 


standard in morals wrong, but it 
is unworkable. We thought that 
we would have two standards: one 
for the women and one for the 
men. We said, “You women stay 
on.a pedestal. You are the pure 
ones now and you must uphold 
civilization.” 

The women said, “It’s lonesome 
up here: we'll come down where 
you men are.” 

There was a time when if 
there were young men who went 
to the dogs, young men who went 
out into the sins of sex and lewd- 
ness, they went to the redlight 
district and only a very few 
women in town were ever led into 
sex sin. But that day is gone! 
These days if a man commits adul- 
tery, he does it with a woman 
in the same strata of life he ‘lives 
in; a boy goes with the high school 
gir] in his own class, the kind he 
is going to marry, and leads her 
into sin. You’ cannot properly 
set one standard for men in mor- 
ality and another for women. 
The Bible does not do anything 
like that, and God will put up 
with none sof it. Every man is 
commanded to live as clean and 
pure as he expects his wife and his 
own children to live. That is God’s 
plan. 

When God sent the first little 
baby girl into my house, I held 
her in my hands and_ thought, 
“OQ God, how I need to watch 
my step! I must lead this little 
soul for eternity and God.” I feel 


‘Tl take, 


it now as I felt it then—I must 
live like I want my girls to live. 
And God is my witness, I try to do 
it. 


A man must be an example then. 


Some man here tonight smokes 
cigarettes, yet you think it surely 
would be bad for a woman to 
smoke. I do, too. I think it is a 
terrible thing for a woman to 
smoke cigarettes. It seems to me 
that if a woman smokes cigarettes, 
she just cannot be a gentleman 
about it. If a woman is going to 
smoke cigarettes, she kind of 
blows smoke in your face, then 
she seems to Say, figuratively 
speaking, “Now,. what are you 
going to do about it?” 

I say, I think it is bad for a 
woman to smoke cigarettes. I do 
not like it at all. Mr. Sheriff, how 
would you like, every time you 
kiss your wife, to smell a Camel! 
Well, I would not like it. I am 
not going to have any woman at 
my table, serving my meals and 
managing my household, smoking 
cigarettes. I am not going to have 


any of my daughters living at my 


house and smoking cigarettes. I 
despise it! I think it is terrible! 


I think it is nearly as bad for a ~ 


man. But no worse! Certainly, no 
worse! 


Listen to me, any man who has 


one standard for himself in moral 
matters and_ religious matters, 


and has a higher standard for his © 


wife, is a hypocrite. He does not 
live like he talks. He does not 
mean business. If you are a man 
who does not want your little 
girls to smoke, nor your boys to 
smoke, and you smoke, you mark 
what I say, (and if you do not 
believe it, I can soon prove it in 
private conversation yoy. are not 
sincere, you are not hdénest, you 
do not live like you talk. I say, 
you are a hypocrite. Your children 
may love you; they do not respect 
you, They will not respect you; no, 
they will not. 


God said He wants man to lead 


the way, and Joshua said, ‘I'll do 
it, Lord. As for me and my house, 


we will serve the Lord. I'll serve 
the Lord, then I’ll see that my 


wife does; I'll see that my children 
do; I’ll see that my servants do; 


but I will serve the Lord first. As, 


for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord.’ 

God wants it that way. Who 
should be the one to lead out in 
the matter of the worship in the 
home, in seeing that the family 
goes to.church, and,seeing that the 
tithes and offerings are given? 


Who should see that the discipline 


is godly and scriptural in the 
home? Who should lead out. to 
see that the family understands 
the Bible, loves it, follows it? The 
husband and father should! 

All over the country women 
want to-know the answer to Bible 
questions. They want to know 
the meaning of the seven heads 
and the ten horns on the beast in 
Daniel and in Revelation; they 
want to know whether the Anti- 
christ will be a Jew or whether he 
will be a Gentile, and many other 
things. The Scriptures foresaw 


that we poor preachers would be in’ 


a predicament. If I can help any- 


body out of real trouble, all right,’ 


I’d like to do that. But the Bible 
said, ‘You 


women quit raising 
trouble in the churches. If you: 
want to know’ something, you 


wait until you get home and ask 


your own husband.’ That is what’ 


I Corinthians 14, verses 34 and 
35 say. I’m not joking! I do not 
want you to laugh at that. God 


intended.every husband and father’ 
to know more Bible than his wife: 


and children. Any man who does 
not has. slacked; he has shirked; 
he has quit on God. He is not fit to 
be the deputy and the high priest 
of his home. God, intends every 
man to lead the way in godliness 
and in Bible knowledge and in a 
godly example. That is God’s plan. 

Joshua said, ‘I’ll do it, Lord; by 
Your grace, I'll do it and I'll see 
that my family follows me then. 
As for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord.’ Oh, God give us 
the right kind of men for that. 

Let me tell you how this truth 
won an infidel. 

I was in revival services in the 
little town of Duke, Oklahoma, a 
good many years ago. One pastor 
was concerned and he enlisted an- 
other. So. we built a tabernacle, 
put on a roof and put tent cur- 
tains all around and put in four 
big coal stoves in mid-winter and 


heated it up, and, my, the people 
(Continued on page 7) 
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came! The tabernacle held twice 
as many as all the population of 
the town. It took many from the 
county to fill it, but they did, 
night after night, and we had a 
blessed time. 


One night a man came in rather 
shyly. He looked a little like a 
Baptist deacon or a Methodist 
steward or a Presbyterian elder. 
His hair was»slicked down and his 
face was scrubbed so it shone so 


red and fine, and he was all neatly | — 


dressed. He and his wife came in 
back yonder, looked around rath- 
er timidly and sat down next to 
the door. That night he liked it 
pretty well because I was bear- 
ing down on church members. So 
the next night he came halfway 
down the aisle and sat there. That 
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night he chuckled a good deal at 
some things and looked serious at 
others. He liked it, so he came the 
next night. Right down to the front 
and to the second seat he came 
and sat. 


That night I was preaching on 
a Christian home and I got very 
much interested and was not tied 
down to these microphones—ex- 
cuse me, I am glad to have them 
but they kind of hinder my style 
so I got down and stood on the 
front seat and preached. I said, 
“Any man who leaves it to his 
wife to do the praying, leaves it to 
his wife to take the children to 
Sunday School, leaves it to his 
wife to have prayer at the table, 
leaves his wife all the devotions 
and the godliness and trying to 
keep the children out of Hell; any- 


“tbody who does that, I say, is a 


slacker and a shirker and a quitter, 
and he isn’t fit to have a good 
home.” 


This man whom I supposed was 
a Baptist deacon or a Methodist 
steward sat looking up at me 
open mouthed, and with an inno- 
cent-gaze. I looked down at him 
and thought, I’ll prove it by this 
Supposed deacon or steward. So I 
said, ‘“Isn’t that so, brother? 
Isn’t that so? Any man who leaves 
it to his wife to take the children 
to Sunday School, leaves it to his 
wife to whip them and make them 
mind, leaves it to his wife to 
teach them Bible verses and try 
to win them to Christ, leaves it 
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to his wife to have thanks at the 
table, is a shirker and a slacker 
and a quitter and hasn’t any right 
to have a home. Isn’t that right, 
friend?” 


He said, “Oh, ah, uh—” 

I said, “Come on, isn’t that 
true?” 

He said, ‘“I— I-—- I guess so.” 

I said, “You don’t guess any- 


thing about it. You know that is 
so, don’t you?” 

He said, “Yes, I know so.” 

I went on with the service. That 
night after the service was over 
and we had some people saved, 
the Methodist pastor came to me 
wringing his hands. (I know I 
am a plague to preachers. I don’t 
know why, but they are always 
afraid I am going to overturn the 
apple cart some way!) This good 
man said, “Brother Rice, you 
ruined it tonight. You just ruined 
: Fee 

I said, “Ruined what?” 

He said, “You know, that man 
up there on the front seat is an 
infidel. He has never been to 
hear any preacher in this town 
over twice, and he has. been 
here the third night in succession 
and you get down there and point 
your finger in his face and publicly 
embarrass him.” 

I said, “I thought maybe he 
was a church leader. He was so 
interested and dressed up so nice 
and his hair was all slicked down.” 

‘No, he is an old infidel and 
goes up and down the country 
talking against the Bible and God 
and never comes to hear’ us 
preachers and never comes to re- 
vival services. Here he has come 
the third time in succession and 
now he is gone and will never 
come back.” 

I said, “I don’t care. He ad- 
mitted I was right. I got him 
where the wool was short that 
time. I shot him with both bar- 
rels one time, if I never get an- 
other whack at him.” 

But you know, the next night 
he came back, looked in the door. 
Nobody hit him with anything, so 
he walked in, He hesitated, then 
finally got his wife by the arm and 
just yanked her on down and 
came right down to that second 


|}seat again, and so he sat there. 


That was Saturday night. I do 
not know what I preached on that 
night, but again when I gave the 
invitation and asked people to 
come to Christ, I stepped down on 
the front seat. There he was in 
front of me as I stood there. I 
leaned over and I said, ‘Listen, 
you didn’t hold your hand as a 
Christian.” 

‘No, I’m not.” 

“Well, aren’t you sick and tired 
of this business? Your hair is gray. 
You have no. business going on 
without God. Aren’t you sick and 
tired of your sins and going on 
without God?” 

He said, “Preacher, 
truth, I am.” 

And I said, “Why don’t you tell 
it to the Lord and let Him save 
you?” 

“Tf I knew He would take me, 
I would do it in a minute,” he 
said. 

“Well,” I said, “He sure will. 
Let me show you what He said.” 

I showed him some Scriptures. 
The song leader was going on with 
the singing during the invitation, 
but I stopped and talked with this 
man. I said, ‘“‘What about it now?” 

He said, “If I knew—” 

I said, ‘“‘Don’t say that any more. 
If you want Jesus, He wants you. 
He will have you. Will you take 
Him?”’

He said, “Well if He will take 
me, I will.” 
I said, “Give me. your hand on 


it.’ And he did. This was done 
privately between him and me and 
nobody else knew. The song went 


on. I-said, “All right, you. trust 
Him. Do you believe He saves 
you?” 


“Yes, sir,” he said, “I do.” 

“Well, what about coming out 
here now and letting this crowd 
know that you have turned your 
back on your sin and have trusted 
Christ to save you? What about 
that?” 


“Preacher,” he said, “listen. 
Would it be all right if I didn’t 
tell anybody about this until to- 
morrow? For twenty years my 
wife has been getting up on Sun- 
day morning, waking up the chil- 
dren and getting them ready and 
4ff to church while I sat around 
and run down the preachers and 
read the Sunday papers. I didn’t 
adap a bit. I’ve been doing that 


for twenty years. Listen, Preacher, 
wouldn't it be all right if I didn’t 
tell anybody, didn’t say a word, 
but just tomorrow morning get up 
with my family and go up to the 
First Christian Church where my 
wife has been going all these years 
and praying for me, and there 
claim Him openly? What do you 
think about that?” 


I never told anybody in my life 
before or since that it would be 
all right to wait, but I told him 
it would be all right to wait until 
the next day to make his confes- 
sion. 


So the next morning he got out 
of bed and said, “Hey, boys, roll 
out. Everybody’s going to church 
today.” What in the world has 
happened to the old man? Every- 
body got ready that day to go to 
church. He fixed himself up fine 
and they all went. His wife was 
all tremulous, thinking it too good 
to be true. The children were all 
wondering. They all went to 
church. That morning he made an 
open confession of Christ as 
Saviour and since he went to the 
First Christian Church, they got 
him baptized before dinner! I do 
not-mind if they did. That night 
he came down to the tabernacle 
and said to me, “You know, Broth- 
er Rice, I never was .as much of 
an infidel as I thought I was.” 


Listen to me now. Any man 
who does not take the Lord has 
no right to marry, has no right to 
a home, no right to a wife and 
children. It is wrong, it is sin- 
ful and weak, it is not man’s part 
unless you say, “I’m going to 
take the leadership for God in my 
home.” That is right. That is the 
reason the Lord said, “Likewise, 
ye husbands, dwell with them ac-. 
cording to knowledge, giving honor 
to the wife, as unto the weaker 
vessel, and as being heirs together 
of the grace of life; that your 
prayers be not hindered.” God 
help you men to be Joshuas to- 
night and take Joshua’s vow and 
set out to lead your families to 
God. A man is somebody come if 
he follows God’s plan. I hope you 
will. 


The Wife to Be Ruled by 
Husband 


What about the wife and moth- 
er? I cannot take much time for 
that just now. But I will read in 
Genesis 3:16. Here is a simple 
Scripture. May God speak to our 
hearts. When God is talking to 
parents and children about their 
duties to God, He speaks to par- 
ents first, but when He is talk- 
ing to parents and to children 
about their duties to each other, 
He says, “Children, obey your par- 
ents in the Lord: for this is right 
... And, ye fathers, provoke not 
your children to wrath” (Eph. 6:1, 


4). If He speaks to masters and 
servants about their duties to each 
other, He says first, “Servants—” 


and then ‘Ye masters” (Eph. 6:5, 
9). If it is between rulers and 
citizens about their duty to God, 
it is the ruler first, but if it is 
their duty to eaeh other, it is 
first to the one who is subject and 
then to the one who rules. If it is 
to husband and wife and their 
duty to God, it is the man first: 
like Joshua said; ‘I'll serve the 
Lord, and my family.’ But if it is 
duty to each other, it is wives first, 
then it is hubands. So it is in this 
case here. 

Genesis 3:16 says: ‘Unto the 
woman he said, I will greatly 
multiply thy sorrow and thy con- 
ception; in sorrow thou shalt bring 
forth children; and thy desire shall 
be to thy husband, and he shall 
rule over. thee.” “Thy husband 
shall rule over thee.’ There it is in 
the Bible. Somebody says, “I don’t 
want -anybody ruling over me.” 
Well’ you are not alone. Who does? 
Nobody. You know, here I have 
been in Chicago many times and 
they haven’t yet made me mayor. 
What a pity! Well, everybody can- 
not be mayor. Somebody has to be 
the rest of us, you know, to pay 
the bills. So it is in every church. 
You cannot have everybody pastor. 
So it is in every home. You can- 
not have everybody the _ head. 
God says that a wife is to be 
subject to her husband and her 
husband is to rule over her. That 
is God’s plan. As soon as sin came 
in they had to have authority. As 
soon as sin came in they had to 
have somebody to obey, somebody 
to be subject to. So wives, ‘this 
Scripture says your husbands are 
to rule over you. That is God’s 
plan. 


Well, you say, that is in the 
Old Testament. Yes, but the same 
God who wrote the Old Testament 
wrote the New, but I will read 
from the New Testament. In 
Ephesians, chapter 5, pees 
with verse 22: 


“Wives, submit yourselves unto 


Lord. For the husband is the 
head of the wife, even as Christ is 
the head of the church: and he 
is the saviour of the body. Theré- 
fore as the church is subject unto 
Christ, so let the wives be to their 
own husbands in every thing.” 
In what? “In everything!” You 
say, “My, I’m afraid that would 
lead a person into sin.” No, do not 
be afraid of the Bible. You say, 
“Don’t you think every wife ought 
to put God first?” Yes, that is 
right. But duties do not conflict. 
If the Bible says it, just take it. 
It will turn out all right. It will 
not lead you against what God 
Says. You can trust it. 


Somebody says, “Brother Rice, 
my husband is not even a Chris- 
tian; my husband isn’t even sav- 
ed.” The Lord knew all about 
that, so He wrote in a verse 
specially for you, too. Over in I 
Peter 3:1, 2 we read: 

“Likewise, ye wives, be in sub- 
jection to your own husband 
[aren’t you’ glad not to somebody 
else’s husband, just the one you 
picked out yourself]; that, if any 
obey not the word, they also may 
without the word be won by the 
conversation of the wives [let us 
Say godly living or the habit of life 
of the wife]; While they behold 
your chaste conversation coupled 
with fear.” 

But you, say, “Brother Rice, I 
am a much better Christian than 
my husband.” Fine! Then there 
ought to be no trouble at all fer 
you to do what: God says about 
this. If you are a good Christian, 
you go ahead and do what God 
says. 

Listen to me, Christian women! 
How do you expect to: have the 
favor of God? How do you ex- 
pect to get your prayers answer- 
ed? In the same chapter the 
Scripture continues, in. verse 7, 

. that your prayers be not hind- 
ered. *” You Say, 
want to obey my husband.” You 
wait until your baby is dying and 
you try to pray and God will 
not hear you. You wait until your 
boy is overseas and missing in 
action and you cannot hear any 
news, then when you try to pray 
God stuffs cotton in His ears and 
will not hear you. We had better 
come back to God’s plan for the 
home. God’s plan is that wives are 
to be subject to husbands. 

“Well Brother Rice, that would 
be a miserable existence,” you Say. 
Do you believe that obedience to 
the law, that obedience to authori- 
ties is a miserable existence? No, 
no, it is the lawless one who is 
miserable. Now let us say, “I am 
going to do what God said.” If you 
are going to be a Christian, then 
say, “I will be happy to do what 
God said.”’ He can turn it out right 
if you act in faith. If you trust 
in Him, He-will do it. He said He 
would, 


Godly Discipline in the Home 


Let us see what the Bible says 
about discipline. Let me say to 
my preacher brethren, I know I 
am a very poor and awkward 
hand at revivals. I do not know 
any shortcuts to a revival. I do not 
know how to have a revival with- 
out penitence and without heart- 
searching and without holy vows 
and without God’s people being 
humbled and seeking God's face. 
I do not want any shortcuts, I do 
not want any easy way—I want 
the old-fashioned Bible way. If you 
hear me tonight like you ought 
to, it will be easier to have a 
revival twenty years from now. 
May God give us hearts now to 
do right about this. 

So let us see about discipline 
in the home. There is no discipline 
much anywhere these days, but 
turn to Proverbs, chapter 13. There 
is much about it in the Bible, even 
in the New Testament. But let me 
read a few verses here. Proverbs 
13, verse 24: 

“He that spareth his rod hateth 
his son: but he that loveth him 
chasteneth him betimes.” 

Somebody says, “I just love my 
boy too much to whip him.” No 
you do not. You love your ease. 


tegrity, no character, no convic- 
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tions. You want your own easy, 
pleasant way. You do not have the 
character and conviction to do 
what God said.. No, you do not 
love your son. “He that spareth 
his rod hateth his son” the Bible 
says, “but he that loveth him 
chasteneth him betimes,” that is, 
he whips him pretty often. That 
is right. That is God's plan. 

I turn further and we read in 
the nineteenth chapter of Prov- 
erbs, verse 18: 


“Chasten thy son while there is 
hope, and let not thy soul spare for 
his crying.” 

You whip him in time. Any of 
you can rear your boy to turn out 
well if you begin in time. Now I 
do not know how soon you ought 
to begin to whip your child. I had 
a friend down in Texas, B. B. 
Crimm, an evangelist, who said, 
“T don’t believe you ought to be- 
gin whipping girls as soon as boys. 
I do ‘not believe that boys and 
girls are alike. For my part, I 
do not think you ought to begin 
on a girl baby until she is at least 
three weeks old! You can begin 
to whip boy babies. as soon as 
they are born.” I do not. know 
about that, but if you do not be- 
gin to expect obedience before 
that little one is a year old, if you 
do not make him hush crying when 
you tell him to, you have heart- 
break ahead. You sure have! 
“Chasten thy son while there is 
hope, and let not thy soul spare for 
his crying.’’ That means do not 
quit just because he hollers a little. 


I know how some of you do it. 
You get so mad afterwhile you 
grit you teeth and give the little 
fellow a couple of spats, then when 
he-yells bloody murder, you have 
to buy him three ice cream cones 
and pet him half an hour to get 
him to shut up! But the Bible says, 
“Let not. thy soul spare for his 
crying.” Do not quit because he 
hollers; it will not kill him. He 
will holler like it, but it won't. It 
will be good for him. 

I do not say that this is the 
way everybody ought to do it, but 
my dad had a rule and his rule 


“~~s to whip until they cry, then 


aip until they stop. Well, you 
say, sometimes they can’t stop. If 
my dad was whipping, they could! 
I know by experience! You had 
better take this seriously: God’s 
plan involves that the man in the 
home and the woman in the home 
be the representatives of Almighty 
God and as such they_must be for 


righteousness and they must pun-_ 


ish sin. 

I read on, Proverbs 20, verse 30: 

“The blueness of a wound 
cleanseth away evil: so do stripes 
the inward parts of the belly.” 

You say, “Well, Brother Rice, I 
think T’ll have him stand in the 
corner.”’ Maybe that is all right 
in its place, but nothing takes the 
place of God’s way. The Scripture 
says in the New Testament, ‘Bring 
them up in the nurture and admo- 
nition of the Lord.’ I was surprised 
to find that the word here that I 
expected to mean godly teaching, 
“nurture,’’ meant chastisement. It 
is the same Greek word that 
speaks about Christ when He was 
scourged and is. often used for 
chastisement in other Scriptures. I 
want you to know that God’s Word 
plans for a man and woman who 
are starting a home to say, “We 
will stand for God in the home 
and we will see that the children 
stand for God, too.” 

I never will forget the first time 
I whipped one of my little girls 
until there were marks on her 
body. On a certain day she was 
stubborn. You know, everybody in 
the world sets out to spoil the 
preacher’s children and then blame 
the preacher for it. She was stub- 
born, and after I had given her 
a few spanks and didn’t get re- 


‘sults, I said, ‘Now Lord, you will 


have to help me.” I waded in to 
get results and I spanked on the 
place the Lord provided for spank- 
ing little girls. Finally I saw the 
marks of my fingers on her little 


> body. I went away, and I do not 


mind saying that I wept. I said, 
“Lord, I don’t claim to know any- 
thing about it. I don’t claim to 
be smart. I am just preaching the 
Bible. I am just taking Your Word. 
I am going to try and it is up to 
You, Lord, I am going to do what 


“the Bible says.” And with a brok- 


en heart I did it. (And I almost 
had to lick her mother, by the 


way, too!) But we got results. 
“The blueness of a wound cleans- 
eth away evil: so do stripes the 
inward parts of the belly.” 


Don’t you call that cruelty. You 
call that godliness. There is pain 
in the father’s and mother’s hearts, 
of course, buf when it is with 
prayer and reverence and with 
godly restraint and temperance, 
I say sometimes nothing but stripes 
is going to keep a boy out of the 
penitentiary. Nothing but stripes 
will keep a girl from playing the 
harlot sometime. You had better 
listen to~ what God says about 
it. 

I must hurry on. Proverbs 22:6 
says: 

“Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, he 
will not depart from it.” 

The American Revised Version 
puts in another word, “and even 
when he is old’; when he is up and 
grown and out from under moth- 
er’s and dad’s wings and can do as 
he pleases, he will not leave it 
then, says the Word of God. 


I was stug@ent pastor of a little 
country church in Cook county 
and I felt led to preach on a 
Christian home. After the service 
a man urged me to break an en- 
gagement and go with him to his 
home, which I did. He was agi- 
tated. When his wife had gone in 
the house, we stood in the front 
yard and he said to me, “Brother 
Rice, what you’ preached this 
morning isn’t so.” 


I said, “You had better watch 
your step. When you say that 
about anything I preach, you 
must prove it. No man will be a 
member of the church of which I 
am pastor and challenge what: I 
preach, unless he proves it. What 
do you mean?” 

He said, “You said that if you 
rear up a child right, when he is 
old he will not depart from it. 
That isn’t so.” 

I said, “You aren’t talking about 
me at all. You are talking about 
God.” I opened the Bible and said, 
“Here it is, read it.” 

He read it, then clamped his 
jaws and said, ‘All right, ‘ then 
the Bible isn’t so. It is not so. I 
know I did raise my boy right.” 

“Where is your boy?” I asked. 

“Well, I don’t want to discuss 
that.” 


“You will discuss it now or you. 


will discuss it before the church. 
If I am going to be pastor, you 
are not going to stay in the church 
saying the Bible isn’t so. You will 
tell me where your boy is.” 

“He is in the Huntsville peniten- 
tiary for a major crime. I am not 
to blame. I know I did raise him 
right,” he said. 

I said, “Since you made the 
Bible a lie and challenged the pas- 
tor on the authority of God's 
Word, let me ask a question or 
two: Did you have a family altar 
at your house? Did you read the 
Bible, teach it to your children, 
have daily prayer?” 

He said, “Now, wait. You city 
people—you may have plenty of 
time, but we farmers don’t have 
any time for foolishness like that. 
We have got to make a living.” 

I said, “Then prayer and praise 
and Scripture in the home is fool- 
ishness and your boy is in the 
penitentiary and you are blaming 
God. Wait a minute. Let me ask 
you another question about this: 
Did you whip that boy and make 
him mind?” (Let me say, I was 
a pretty good Christian before the 
Lord ever found me. I mean you 
did not have to prove any of the 
things of God. When I first saw in 
the Bible, “Be sure your sins will 
find you out,’’ I said, “Sure, I knew 
that a long time ago.’ It had al- 
ready begun doing that when I 
found out that the Bible said sin 
did not pay and the wages of sin 
is death and the way of the trans- 
gressor is hard. My daddy had con- 
vinced me of that a long time be- 
fore that. I was already on my 
way to being a good Christian 
when the Lord found me. You will 
understand thé figurative use of 
the term Christian there, I hope.) 

This fellow said, “Now here, 
my boy, you are a young man; 


you don’t understand. When you 


get older you will see. My boy 
was high strung. You couldn't 
bear down on him like you could 
some people. He was high strung. 
You couldn’t whip him like you 


can some. My boy was nervous.” 


I was nervous, too. I would say; 
it with shame but that the praise 
of God is in my heart for what 
God did about it-—-I had such a 
temper that when I got angry my 
head would go around and I would 
stagger when I walked, and I had‘ 
to sit down until I cooled off. I 
came to the point where I said, 
“T’ll kill somebody if I don’t con- 
quer this, The thing will take me 
and I'll kill somebody if I don't 
get this temper under control.” 
God in His mercy helped me to 
control it. Yes, when I was a boy 
I was nervous, too, but my dad 
just got “nervouser”’ than I did. 
That is the way to settle that. 


This man said, ‘‘No, my boy was 
high strung, so we never whipped 
him.” He didn’t make him mind; 
he didn’t make him get up when 
he called him. The boy didn’t say, 
“Yes, sir,’ to his dad and “Yes, 
ma’am” to his mofher. Now he is 
in the penitentiary and his dad 
is blaming God. 


“One more question,” I said. 
“Did you ever take your Bible and 
say, ‘Son, I want you to be a 
Christian. We are having a revival 
in our church. You come on, Son, 
I want you to trust the Saviour. 
I’d like to have you come out and 
take Him as your Saviour openly’? 
Did you ever. show the boy he 
was a sinner and that Jesus died 
for him? Did you teach him John 
3:16 and say, ‘Son, let’s pray and 
ask Jesus to save you’? Did you 
ever try it?” 

He said, “Now look here. I’m a 
Baptist, I’m not a Methodist. I 
never did believe in this pulling 
little children into the church 
when they didn’t know anything 
about it.” 

He was such a good Baptist 
that he had his boy in the peni- 
tentiary, and was blaming’ God. 
You hear me. This is no joke. 
The Bible says that if you bring 
them up in the way they should 
go, you can stop juvenile delin- 
quency in a really Christian home. 
You can have godly children com- 
ing out of really Christian homes. 

Listen now to Proverbs 23: 13, 
14. 


“Withhold not correction from 
the child: for if thou beatest him 
with the rod, he shall not die. 
Thou shalt beat him with the rod 
and shalt. deliver his soul from 
hell.” 


You say, “Deliver his soul from 
Hell?” Yes. Maybe you say, ‘The 
literal meaning is deliver his life 
from death.” But it will deliver his 
soul from Hell. How could it do 
that? I tell you now, it is not hard 
to win a boy or girl to Christ who 
knows that sin does not pay. If 
he has the right kind of reverence 
for his dad, he is going to feel 
somewhat that way toward his 
Creator. A boy who knows, or a 
girl who knows, that there is au- 
thority that must be obeyed and 
there are judgments to face for 
sin and that sin does not pay—you 
can get that fellow or girl saved. 
You sure can. The right kind of 
rearing will keep a boy out of 
Hell, and when he hears the Gos- 
pel, he will turn to Christ. 


God give us grace to do right in 
the heme. He will. It will take 
praying, sure. It will take love, 
forgiveness, tears, prayers, plead- 
ings, precepts; line upon line of 
it, but you can keep your children 
from the Devil and win them to 
Christ. 


Putting Christ First in the 
Home 


Another word: Christ in the 
home, and I must hurry on. You 
remember when God gave the Ten 
Commandments from Mount Sinai 
as is recorded in Deuteronomy 
as well as in Exodus. In the sixth 
chapter, verses 6 to 10, the Scrip- 
ture Says: 


“And these words, which I com- 
mand thee this day, shall be in 
thine heart: And thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou 
sittest in thine house, axd when 
thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest wp. And thou shalt 
write them wpon the posts of thy 
house, and on thy gates.” 


The Scripture says, ‘“Teach them 
diligently unto thy children.” 
Teach the Word of God to your 
children. 


My youngest daughter is here 
tonight. She was only three when 
she first learned Scriptures. She 


said, “Children, go bey’ your par- 
ents in the Lord: for this is right,” 
and she would end it triumphantly. 
Mrs. Rice said, “You ought to 
teach her not to say, ‘Go bey.’ Tell 
her to say ‘Children, obey.” I said, 
“T like that all right. She under- 
stands that.’’ Why, any child will 
learn more Scripture than you 
have the grace to stay with them 
and teach them. They will take to 
Bible stories. My children begged 
me, ‘‘Daddy, tell me a Bible story.” 
They want to know about Noah 
and the ark. They want to know 
about David and the giant. They 
want to know about the flood. 
“Daddy, tell me about John the 
Baptist, and about the prodigal 
son,’’ and many others. They never 
get enough of the Bible if you be- 
gin in time. Put your heart in it. 
Your children will take it in. They 
will learn to love it and they will 
be molded and made into what 
they ought to be. Take the Word 
of God to your children and read 
it in your home. Put God first 
there. : 


And let me say a word about a 
family altar. 


When I first married, I don’t 
know why—perhaps because we 
had had it in my father’s home 
some of the time that way—lI 
thought, ‘Well, before we go to 
bed we will take the Bible and 
read a chapter or two and pray.” 
I found that was not a _ good 
time. A pastor comes in late and 
an evangelist comes in late at 
night, tired. It is too late to ask 
for guidance in the day. The chil- 
dren were sleepy and I said, “That 
won't do.”’ 


So we tried it before breakfast. 
The hot chocolate wasn’t hot, and 
the toast was burned and had to 
be scraped. Finally we planned 
that just as soon as breakfast is 
done, it’s “Children, get Your 
Bibles,” and we get the Bibles 
for everybody around the table. 
These years this has been our 
custom and we have read through 
the Bible many times. I don’t 
know how many times, I suppose 
fifteen times or so, through the 
New Testament, and five or six 
times through the Old Testament; 
the Psalms and Proverbs at least 
ten or twelve times. At any rate, 
we didn’t read Ezekiel as much as 
we did some of the others. We 
have had a blessed time. If it is 
the Psalms, maybe we read a 
couple of them or three if they 
are shorter ones, but at least a 
chapter a morning. The next 
morning another and another and 
another until we read on through 
that book. I read two verses, then 
the girl to my left reads two, then 
the next one, and the next one, 
and the next one—around and 
back to me, then around and 
around the table until we read the 
chapter. I might say, ¢‘Mary Lloys’”’ 
(who is married’now), or “Grace, 
what is your favorite verse 
here?” She would tell me. Then 
I would say, “Elizabeth, what do 
you think verse 15 means?” Or 
I would say, “Suppose we all learn 
this verse.” And we would. Then 
we would have prayer. I would 
pray, then we would pray around 
the table, each one, coming back 
to me and I would pray again. I 
got to pray three times: once be- 
fore breakfast and twice after. 
We had a good time. When I am 
away the one thing I miss the 
most is the family worship to- 
gether in the home. Listen, take 
time for the Bible; put it on the 
table. 


You know at our place the girls 
said, “Daddy, I’ve got to hurry; 
I’ll be late for school.” I said, 
“This is more important than 
school. You must make sure that 
tomorrow morning you get up in 
time so we can have worship on 
time.” So we did and we finally 
got it set as a pattern in our lives. 


Take time for God, and then win 
your children to Christ. 


I am glad my girls are all sav- 
ed. You say, “Brother Rice, how 
young can a child be saved?” I 
don’t know how young yours can 
be saved. Mine’ were all saved by 
the time they were about five or 
six years old. No, it is not a mat- 
ter of smartness, But mine were 
carried in a basket to church by 
the time they were a month old 
and they were at Sunday School 
and morning worship and evening 
service and prayer meeting and 
revival. The only singing they ever 
heard was Gospel singing, and 
they learned verses of Scripture 
and heard us praying for revival, 


They pray for Daddy and revivals, 
ahd I am glad they do. 

Oh, listen! You can win your 
children to Christ. Why don’t you 
take time? Why don’t you put that 
first? Win your children to Christ 
in the home. It is not hard to do, 
if you begin in time and mean 
business. God has given them into 
your care. Win your children while 
you can and God will bless you 


hin it. 


I was in southwest Texas; there 
was a man I so wanted to see 
who would not talk to me. But a 
baby came to that home. One day 
I came to the door, knocked and 
said, ‘‘I hear you have a new baby 
son, your firstborn son.” 

“Yes, Mr. Rice, we have,’ he 
said proudly.

What Is a Jehovah’s Witness? 
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and yet severely attacked by Sa- 
tan. Seldom has the onslaught 
come from professed paganism, 
but rather from spurious religions 
which have a ‘form of godliness 
but deny the power thereof.’ 

These cultists emulate Chris- 
tianity; their voluminous writings 
are sprinkled with biblical quota- 
tions; they talk much about Jesus 
and Jehovah, and claim-to have 
the only true interpretation of the 
Scriptures. 

Even in the days of primitive 
Christianity there was a noticeable 
falling away from the ‘faith once 
for all delivered to the saints’; 
however, in recent years, especial- 
ly since the latter part of the nine- 
teenth century, there has ‘been a 
decided increase of demon activity 
manifested by the springing up of 
many diabolical sects. 

~Foremost among these systems 
of error is the cult under consider- 
ation—THE JEHOVAH’S WIT- 
NESSES. 


At the outset, it would be wise 
for us to review 


I. The Creation of the Cult 


It is commonly known today, 
among informed people, as RUS- 


from Charles Taze Russell who 
plagiarized part of his heresies 
from Mrs. Ellen G. White. This 
deluded woman, you will remem- 
ber, plagiarized most of her here- 
sies from William Miller, and 
founded the Seventh-Day Advent- 
ist movement. 


Now the cult—‘Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses’—has had a variety of 
names. Back in 1874, at its incep- 
tion, it was called MILLENNIAL 
DAWN. When it was exposed un- 
der this title, the self-styled Pas- 
tor Russell changed the name to 
WATCH TOWER AND TRACT 
SOCIETY. 


Later it was known as THE 
PEOPLE’S PULPIT ASSOCIA- 
TION and to some as THE 
BROOKLYN TABERNACLE. 
And, shortly before the founder 
died aboard a Santa Fe train, the 
cult became known as THE IN- 
TERNATIONAL BIBLE STU- 
DENTS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Charles Taze Russell is one of 
the tragedies of the Christian 
Church. We are told that his par- 
ents were God-fearing Congrega- 
tionalists. He spent his boyhood in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, where, 
during his youth, he was haunted 
by a great fear of Hell. 

Eventually he succumbed to the 


apostate from Christianity. This 


place of eternal punishment. Soon 
Russell was found spending his 
time and talents trying to convince 
all who would listen to him that 


_ It is not surprising to learn that 
he was one of the most brazen men 
imaginable. He has been called 
“The Great Paraphraser,” so pro- 
miscuosly did he alter the mean- 
ing. of Scripture to suit his purpos- 
es. 


his ends is an understatement in- 
deed. Once he promoted the sale 
of what he called “Miracle Wheat” 
at the exorbitant price of sixty 
dollars a bushel. It was supposed 
to grow five times as much as the 
average wheat and could be pur- 
chased only by the “faithful.” 

When his wife sued him for di- 
vorce, he admitted his improper 
relationship in court and later 
transferred his property to cor- 
porations and societies of which he 
himself had control in order to 
avoid paying alimony. 

However, despite his unorthodox 
practices and tarnished reputation, 
at the recent convention of the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, held in the 
Yankee Stadium, this statement 
appeared in the New York press: 


“When the history of the 
Church of Christ is fully writ- 
ten, it will be found that the 
place next to Saint Paul in the 
Gallery of Fame as expounder 
of the Gospel of the Great 
Master will be occupied by 
Charles Taze Russell.” 


Now, when Russell died in the 
fall of 1916, his funeral oration 
was delivered by ex-Judge Joseph 
Franklin Rutherford, who was des- 
tined to take up the reigns of 
leadership. 

This is what he said of the be- 
loved ‘‘Pastor’”’ who had taught the 
erroneous theory of “soul sleep,” 
i.e., the dead sleep until the resur- 
rection: 

“Our dear brother sleeps not 
in death, but was _ instantly 
changed from the human to the 
divine nature, and is now for- 
ever with the Lord.” 
Now, this man Rutherford was 

both militant and mysterious, and 
was disliked by a number of his 
members. However, he was able to 
keep things going, even through 
the year 1925 when Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob were to have re- 
turned to set up their kingdom, as 
Judge Rutherford himself had 
foretold. 

By 1927, the new leader had 
stopped the sale of Russell’s books 
and had caused all mention of the 
founder to cease. He changed the 
name of the organization to ‘Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses,” and convinced 
his followers that every one of 
them was one of the final- mes- 
sengers to the nations. 

Rutherford died in 1942, and as 
yet no successor of the cunning 
and color of Russell and Ruther- 
ford has arisen. However, under 
the leadership of the current presi- 
dent, Nathan H. Knorr, who was 
elected after the “Judge’s” death, 
and who closely follows the fallac- 
ious theories of his predecessors, 
the cult moves on, with its head- 
quarters in the fabulous borough 
of Brooklyn. 


The cult has spread with such 


rapidity that the property of its 
home base is valued at millions. 
It owns a large printing concern 
which up to this time has pro- 
duced an estimated half billion 
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pieces of literature. It also owns a 
modern apartment building, spa- 
cious offices, a farm, a radio sta- 
tion and a Bible school. Since the 
school’s opening in 1943, it has 
sent out one thousand missionaries. 
Incidentally, we understand 
there are 70,000 Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses who distribute literature 
on the streets and from door to 
door in New York City and its en- 
virons! 


Several days ago I received a 
letter from an official of one of 
the leading business concerns in 
our city. In the correspondence, 
my friend, who is an intelligent 
and informed Christian, said: 


“While the Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses were in New York, I 
made it a point to question a 
few on their doctrine, and it is 
a wonder to me how these poor 
unfortunate, seemingly sincere 
people, can be so gullible and 
misguided. They repeat their 
teachings in parrot-like fashion, 
as if they had been drilled into 
them, and they have expression- 
less countenances. 

“Whether consciously or un- 
consciously, these people are do- 
ing more harm to the Christian 
world than the communists, 
primarily because ey call 
themselves Christians. And they 
certainly are contributing to the 
cause of the enemies of our 
country.” 


Now, notice this sentence once 
again: “They repeat their teach- 
ings in parrot-like fashion as if 
they had been drilled into them, 
and they have expressionless coun- 
tenances.” I-have made the iden- 
tical observation. Down through 
the years I have talked with many 
of these poor people, .and I can 
truthfully say, all of them seem 
to have been drugged by some 
powerful narcotic. 

Now understand, we are not op- 


there ever was a group of people 
on the face of the earth that needs 
spiritual illumination and _ guid- 
ance, it is these “Witnesses.” How- 
ever, we are definitely opposed to 
the evil system of teaching that 
has blinded them to the Truth.

II. The Concoction of the Cult 


If ever .there was a_ poison 
brewed by the Devil himself, we 
find it in the Kooks and pamph- 
lets of Russellism. 
The great Bible scholar, Dr. 
James M. Gray, was right when he 
said: “Russellism contradicts al- 
most every fundamental revela- 
tion.” And Dr. William E. Bieder- 
wolf was equally right when he de- 
clared: “Pastor Russell has left 
scarcely one great truth or funda- 
mental doctrine untouched with 
his unholy and unwarranted con- 
clusions.” 
The scholarly pulpit orator of 
the south, Dr. A. C. Dixon, said: 
“Its plan of salvation is a plan of 
damnation,’ while Dr. H. A. Iron- 
side, the late minister of Moody 
Memorial Church in Chicago, said: 
“This is indeed a sect of perdition; 
and its teaching is rightly labelled 


‘damnable heresy” ‘From such 
turn away,’ ” 
_ Never in. the history of the 


Christian religion has there been 
such a distortion of the Scriptures, 
such a twisting of the truth, such a 
devilish presentation of error. 
The founder of this cult was a 
complete egotist. Once he made 
this ridiculous statement with ref- 
erence to his Studies in the Scrip- 
tures, which statement appeared 
in his publication, The Watch 
Tower, of September 15, 1910, 
page 298: 
“If the six volumes of ‘Scrip- 
ture Studies’ are practically the 
Bible, topically arranged with 
Bible proof texts given, we 
might not improperly name the 
volumes ‘The Bible in an ar- 
ranged form.’ That is to say, 
they are not mere comments on 
the Bible, but they are practi- 
cally the Bible itself. Further- 
more, not only do we find that 
people cannot see the Divine 
plan in studying the Bible by 
itself, but we see, also that if 
anyone lays the ‘Scripture Stud- 
ies’ aside, even after he has used 
them, after he has become 
familiar with them, after he has 
read them for ten years—if he 
then lays them aside and ignores 
them and goes to the Bible 
alone, though he has understood 
his Bible for ten years, our ex- 
perience shows that within two

As we study all these varied 
forms of animal life, many of 
them ferocious, and wild, and yet 
possessing a certain beauty of form 
combined with a strange equip- 
ment of various weapons for de- 
fence and offense, the question 
arises as to the reason for it all. 
If the Creator is responsible, what 
purpose is there in bringing into 
being predatory animals who live 
but to destroy? This question is 
often asked, but I have not the 
complete answer. I know that 
most forms of life have some def- 
inite use, and probably all forms, 
originally, were tame and created 
for the companionship and plea- 
sure of man. When sinh entered, 
the lower animal creation suffered 
along with everything else, as the 
curse of God was pronounced. 

It is clear from many Bible 
statements that one day the fierce 
animal nature will be taken away, 
and they will revert to their origi- 


nal state. We read in Isaiah 11:6: 


“The wolf also shall dwell with 
the lamb, and the leopard shall 
lie down with the kid; and the 
calf and the young lion and the 
fatling together; and a little 
child shall lead them ... and 
the lion shall eat straw like the 
on.” 


What a change that will be from 
present conditions! Today if the 
calf and young lion lie down to- 
gether, the calf is inside the lion! 

When, down here, we are 
tempted to be discouraged at the 
awful ravages of death—death 
due to natural causes as well 
as to that which decimates the 
population in time of war—it is 
a comforting thought to know that 
we are promised a sure Haven 
of Rest, where peace _ reigns, 
where sorrow and trouble and 
death and crying and tears and 
suffering shall be no more. 

This magnificent prospect is 
not for every one. That-is_ the. 
point I would have you remem- 
ber and meditate upon. Are you, 
my friend, in a position to claim 
this reward?

tures and study his books than to 
scan the Scriptures and neglect his 
books was constantly guilty of tak- 
ing the text from the context and 
arriving at a pretext.

Isaiah admonishes us: “To the 
law and to the testimony: if they 
speak not according to this word, 
it is because there is no light in 
them” (Isa.

“the only way to determine wheth- 
er a system of teaching is of God 
is by examining the system 
through the lens of Holy Scrip- 
ture’’—that is, viewing the system 
in the light of the Bible, and not 
viewing the Bible in the light of 
the system.

constitutes the basis for the dogma 
of this cult. 
In the same volume, and on the 
Same page, we also find the two 
following quotations: 

“This... theory is as unscrip- 
tural as it is unreasonable.” 

‘...if it were not for the fact 
that .this trinitarian nonsense 
was drilled into us from earliest 
infancy and the fact that it is 
so soberly taught in theological 
seminaries by gray haired pro- 
fessors,....nobody would give 
it a moment’s serious considera- 


tion.” A 

But what does Jehovah’s Word 
say about the Trinity? 

In Genesis 1:26, we read: “And 
God said, Let us make man in 
our image, after our likeness.” 

Notice “us” and “our.” Here Je- 
hovah, in speaking of creation, ap- 
plies plural pronouns to Himself. 

In Genesis 11:7, we read: “Go 
to, let us go down, and there con- 
found their language. . .” 

And in Isaiah 6:8, we read: “Al- 
so I heard the voice of the Lord 
saying, Whom shall I send, and 
who will go for us?” 

In the latter two verses, as in 
the first verse, the Holy Trinity 
is referred to as “us,” 

In Matthew 3:16 and 17, 
read: 

“And Jesus, when he was bap- 
tized, went up straightway out of 
the water: and lo, the heavens 
were opened unto him, and he saw 
the Spirit of God descending like a 
dove, and lighting upon him; And 
lo a voice from heaven, saying, 
This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased.” 

Here we have the witness of the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost—the 
Trinity appearing together.

In Matthew 28:19, we read: “Go 
ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.” 


These are the words of the Lord 
Jesus, and here we have the wit- 
ness of the Son to the Trinity. 

Scripture is replete with refer- 
ences to the Trinity, and yet these 
poor people ignore the biblical 
teachings of the Triune God. 

And Jehovah’s Witnesses have 
this to say concerning 


2. The Deity of Christ 


“Our Redeemer existed as a 
spirit being before he was made 
flesh and dwelt amongst men. At 
that time, as well as subse- 
quently, he was properly known 
as ‘a god’—a mighty one. As 
chief of the angels and next to 
the Father he was known as 
the Archangel (highest angel or 
messenger), whose name, Mich- 
ael, signifies, ‘Who as God,’ or 
God’s representative. 

“As he was the highest of 
all Jehovah’s creation, so also 
he was the first, the direct 
creation of God, the ‘only Be- 
gotten,’ and then he, as Jeho- 
vah’s. power, and in his name, 
created all things,—angels, prin- 
cipalities and powers, as well 
as the earthly creation.” 
(Studies in the Scriptures, Vol. 
V, page 84.) 

And they further comment on 
the deity of Christ: 

“Some insist that Jesus when 


on earth was both God and man 
in completeness. This theory is 
wrong, however.... It is also 
easy to be seen that Jesus could 
not be part God and part man, 
because that would be more 
than the law required; hence 
divine justice could not accept 
such a ransom.” (The Harp of 


God, pages 101 and 128.) 

And think of this: these cultists 
say that “God the Father created 
Jesus and God has two sons— 
Jesus and Satan.” They maintain 
that the Devil is the brother of 
Jesus, the Lord. This information 
is taken from their book entitled, 
Creation, pages 18 and 53. 


Now, can you think of anything, 
anywhere, that is more blasphe- 
mous than that? 

But what does Jehovah’s Word 
say concerning the deity of Christ? 

In John 1:1, we read: “In the 
beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.” 

Here we have three tremendous 
assertions : 

(1) “In the beginning was the 
Word.” (Logos) This affirms the 
eternal existence of Jesus. 

(2) “And the Word was with 
God.” The Word being WITH God 
affirms the distimct sity tod of 
Jesus. 

(3) “And the Word was God.” 
This, of course, affirms the deity 
of Christ. 

Also, we have the testimony of 
Jesus, Peter, Paul and John con- 
cerning the deity of Christ: 


JESUS said: “I and-my. Father 
are one.”’—John 10:30. 

“He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father. . .’—John 14:9. 

“Before Abraham was, I am.’— 
John 8:58. 


You will notice He did not say, 
‘Before Abraham was, I WAS.’ He 
said, “Before Abraham was, I 
AM,” indicating that He has al- 
ways been, from everlasting to 
everlasting. “Jesus Christ the same 
yesterday, and to ay, and for 
ever.” 

PETER said: “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
—Matt. 16:16. 

PAUL Said: “God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto him- 
self.”’—I1:Cor, 5:19. 

“It pleased the Father that im 
him should all fulness dwell.’’—- 
Col. .i3ia 

“In him dwelleth all the fulness 
of the Godhead bodily.’—Col. 2:9. 

JOHN said: “Who is a liar but 
he that denieth that Jesus is the 
Christ ... Whosoever denieth the 
Son, tlre same hath not the Fa- 
ther.”-—I. John: 2:22, 26.

He will still bear the 
print of the nails in His hands and 
feet and the mark of the spear in 
His - side. 

He will come back to this earth 
in the same body in which He was 
buried, and in-which He rose again 
from the dead. 

Paul says: 


“For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, 
with the. voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and. so shall 
we ever be with the Lord. Where- 
fore comfort one -another with 
these words.’—I Thess. 4:16-18. 


And in. Titus. 2:13, we read: 
“Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ.” 

But what do Jehovah’s Witness- 
es say about 


6. The Eternal Punishment of 
Lost. Sinners? 


In volume I of Studies in the 
Scriptures, page 127, they say: 
“Many have imbibed the er- 
roneous idea that God placed 
our race on trial for life with 
the alternative of eternal tor- 
ture, whereas nothing of the 
kind is even hinted at in the 
penalty.” 

And on page 128 of the same 
volume, we find these words: 

“Eternal torture. is nowwhere 
suggested in the Old Testament 

Scriptures,and only a few state- 

ments in the New Testament 

can be so misconstrued as to 
appear to teach it.” 

And in their volume, Let God Be 
True, on page 79, they call the 
doetrine of eternal punishment a 
“God-dishonoring doctrine.” 


Also, on page 80 of the same 
volume, they say: “The doctrine 
of a burning Hell where the wick- 
ed are tortured eternally after 
death cannot be true.” 


But what does Jehovah’s Word 
say about the eternal punishment 
of lost sinners? 

Actually, there are more verses 
in the Bible which speak of Hell 
than of Heaven. Any informed be- 
liever knows that if we want a 
God capable of love, and infinite 
love, we must accept a God cap- 
able of wrath, and infinite wrath. 

The unregenerated man finds it 
exceedingly difficult to under- 


stand this. Natu ally, a man 
in his sins fads it extreme- 
ly distasteful to think of 


being judged by a Holy God for 
those sins. Consequently, cults 
with a dogma similar to Russellis- 
tic ‘‘theology” have flourished, es- 
pecially in. these days of spiritual 
and moral declension.

Now, no saved person revels in 
the contemplation of eternal pun-: 
ishment for the unsaved. The great 
evangelist, Dwight Lyman Moody, | 
once said that no man should ever 
preach on Hell without tears in his 
eycs! 

The Bible description of the 
place of everlasting torment causes 
all of us to shudder, but no sin- 
cere student of the Word of God 
will deny that the Scripture de- 
clares Hell as a literal place where 
those who reject Christ ds Saviour 
will be punished forever.

a faulty foundation their ultimate 
philosophy is bound to be erron- 
eOus. 

I am constantly receiving litera- 
ture from these poor, deluded peo- 
ple. Incidentally, many of them 
write me using our business reply 
envelopes and thereby. avoid the 
expense of postage! 


several days ago I received this 
message: “The enclosed tract pre- 
sents the truth about WHAT IS 
A JEHOVAH’S WITNESS, and 
unless you present the truth re- 
garding the Jehovah’s Witness to 
your congregation, you will receive 
due punishment from Jehovah 
God.” Then there followed quite a 
few Scriptures about lying, etc. 

Now, there you have the typical 
attitude of these deceived cultists. 
They feel that any individual, or 
group of individuals, who disagrees 
with them is of the Devil. 


They are bold to state that all 
denominations, Protestants as well 
as Catholic, make up a segment of 
“Satan’s Organization,” and only 
those will be saved who turn to 
their movement and enter what 


they call “The Theocratic King- 
dom.”’ 


However, God’s Word makes it 
explicit that there is only one way 
to become a member of His king- 


dom, and that is by experiencing 
the new birth. 


“But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that 
belicve on his name.”’—John 1:12. 

“Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
‘xcept a@ man be born again, he 


_cannot see the kingdom of God.’ 


—John 3:3. 


“Jesus saith unto him, I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me.”’—John 14:6. 

“Come unto ME,’ Jesus said— 
not to a man-made organization! 

If we get no farther than the 
local church, we will never be ad- 
mitted into the Kingdom of God. 
We must go past the church to 
Jesus Christ, and in Him find for- 


giveness for our sins. 


And the “Witnesses” also rele- 
gate all human government to 
“Satan’s Organization.” They be- 
lieve all civil authority is of the 
Devil, and consequently, they will 
not salute the flag of any nation. 

They will not vote; 

they will not participate in 
public affairs; 
they will not defend their 
nation against aggression. 

In the correspondence mentioned 
earlier on page 4 of this message, 
my informant said this: 


“I asked one Jehovah Witness 
if he would defend himself if a 
robber attacked him on the 
street and he said he would. I 
then asked him whether he 
would defend his country if it 
were attacked by a _ foreign 
power and he said no. He based 
his answer on the command- 
ment, ‘Thou shalt not kill.’ 

“I pointed out that in defend- 
ing himself against the robber 
he was risking the chance of 
killing him also; then he chang- 
ed his mind and said he would 
rather have a-policeman appre- 
hend the robber if one were 
nearby. If not, he would still de- 
fend himself. The policeman, 
you see, is not supposed to be- 
lieve as he does.” 

Now, any open-minded individ- 
ual reading Romans 13:1-7, I Tim- 
othy 2:1, 2, Titus 3:1 and I Peter 
2:13, 14, immediately sees the fal- 
lacy of Russellistic teaching in 
matters of human government in 
the light of the plain teaching of 
the Word of God. 

And these words from the lips of 
Jesus alone should settle once: and 
for all the Christian’s responsibil- 
ity in this matter: 

“Render ... unto Ceasar the 
things which are Ceasar’s; and 
unto God the things that are 
God’s.”—Matt. 22:21. 


Incidentally, the third segment 
of “Satan’s Organization,” accord- 


jing to the “Witnesses,” is com- 


merce. One of their number may 
be a farmer, or a tailor, or a pro- 
fessional man, but not a salesman 
or a shopkeeper. But the fact of 
the matter is that it is not gov- 
ernment or commerce that is evil 
but rather the sinful people who 
comprise these spheres of human 
activity. 

The heart of man is evil and the 
devilish teaching of Russellism will 
never do anything to cleanse the 
sinful heart of humankind, but 
will rather further blind men to 


the Truth. 


Now, another false conclusion of 
the cult is Judge Rutherford’s fool- 
ish declaration that Jesus actually 
returned in 1874 and that the work 
of restoration began in 1878 and 
concluded in 1918. It was then that 
the Lord was to have come ‘‘to 
His Temple,” meaning, of course, 
the ‘‘Witnesses” who alone® were 
anointed to catch the significance 
of His presence. It was in the year 
1914 that Jesus was supposed to 
have ascended His throne, and the 
kingdoms of this world became the 
kingdoms of our Lord and of His 
Christ. 

Satan’s rule is said to have cul- 
minated in that yeag and we are 
told that the judgment of the emis- 
saries of the Devil has been under 
way since then. 

The clergymen are said to be 
condemned with no chance of com- 
ing into the light. The “Witnesses” 
alone are supposed to have on the 
“wedding garments of salvation,” 
and all churches are said to be un- 
der the domination of corrupt 
politicians and ecclesiastics. 

How wonderful it is to rely on 
the simple statements of the Word 


of God rather than the contra- 


dictory, confusing concoctions of 
the word of man. Whereas the Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses say that salva- 
tion rests in their finite organiza- 
tion, Jehovah’s Word makes us to 
understand that our salvation rests 
alone in Jesus Christ—“For there 
is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we 
must be saved.’—<Acts. 4:12. 

And, whereas Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses say that Christ returned in 
1914, Jehovah’s Word makes it 
explicitly clear that when Jesus 
returns to set up His kingdom, 
wars and runiérs of wars will be 
no more. Then He will reign and 
rule with a rod of iron to smash 
into pieces, as a potter’s vessel, all 
opposition. Then the prophecy of 
Isaiah will be fulfilled: 

“And righteousness shall be the
